Here are the Chronicle editorial board’s endorsements for 
the Nov. 8 state constitutional amendments and Travis 
County bond proposition elections, for which early voting 
runs Oct. 24-Nov. 4.

Constitutional Amendments 

As is our custom, we note that rewriting 
the Texas Constitution by biennial referen- 
dum is poor legislative practice and regu- 
larly confounds the state’s fundamental gov- 
erning principles with a host of specific 
ordinances that do not belong in a constitu- 
tion (this year, see especially Proposition 7). 
Accordingly, should voters decide to reject 
all the propositions on those grounds, we 
can’t disagree. However, for those voters 
who believe that that train has long since 
left the Texas station, we offer specific notes 
on the 10 propositions (such as they are) and 
offer our endorsement in favor of all of 
them. (The most substantive propositions 
are marked in bold.) 

PROPOSITION 1: YES 

Would allow homestead property tax 
exemption to transfer to the surviving 
spouse of a totally disabled veteran. 

Comment: Although we have traditionally 
opposed blanket exemptions as inevitably 
narrowing the common tax base, this one 
seems hard to object to - granted to the vet- 
eran, it should survive to his spouse and is 
limited to do only that. 

PROPOSITION 2: YES 

Would allow the Texas Water Development 
Board to issue revenue bonds (for various 
water development and conservation proj- 
ects), not to exceed a revolving $6 billion at 
any one time. 


Comment: S 

A statutory 
cap inevitably 
requires raising, so 

we can expect eventually to return to the polls 
on this proposition. However, this law would 
actually improve on the previous practice of 
setting a specific, one-time bond limit and 
requiring a return to the voters whenever it 
was reached (currently within $266 million of 
that limit). As long as the TWDB manages the 
funds responsibly (there was consensus testi- 
mony that it has done so), the fund should be 
flexible enough for some time. 

PROPOSITION 3: YES 

Would permit issuance of general obliga- 
tion bonds to finance educational loans 
to students. 

Comment: This program would effectively 
continue an existing low-interest, fixed-rate 
student loan program (Hinson-Hazlewood, 
created in 1965 and managed by the Texas 
Higher Education Coordinating Board), 
which had a dollar limit periodically 
renewed and raised. This raises the current 
limit of $125 million to $350 million; the pro- 
gram has a long record of success and a good 
repayment record. Free public higher educa- 
tion would be the best alternative, but that’s 
not currently in the cards. The market might 
one day blanch at these bonds, but they’ve 
been working well for nearly 60 years. 


PROPOSITION 4: YES 

Would grant to counties tax-increment 
financing of “unproductive, underdevel- 
oped, or blighted areas,” to be repaid by the 
TIF created for the development. 

Comment: TIFs are already a municipal 
tool; this would extend bonding authority to 
counties. There is some opposition from anti- 
tax absolutists, although the program seems 
largely self -limiting. In Travis, it would 
likely enable better city-county collaboration 
on specific projects. 

PROPOSITION 5: YES 

Would permit certain city-county interlo- 
cal agreements without consequent debt 
fund requirements. 

Comment: Under existing law, interlocal 
contracts longer than one year have been 
treated as incurring a debt obligation and 
therefore require a tax provision and sinking 
fund for the projected “debt.” This provision 
would make it easier and more efficient to 
enter into interlocal agreements; it might 
even help with Austin-Travis County collab- 
orations. 

PROPOSITION 6: YES 

Would allow inclusion of permanent school 
fund real property assets in calculating the 
fund’s market value (now confined to the 
value of the fund’s investments), thereby 
increasing available monies ($300 million 
annually) for distribution to schools. 

Comment: The income from sales and 
leases of property and royalties that must 
currently be returned to the corpus of the 
fund (where they can generate interest reve- 
nue for subsequent distribution) would under 
this amendment be available for direct distri- 
bution to the permanent school fund, which 
lends greater flexibility to the fund. 

PROPOSITION 7: YES 

Would let El Paso reclamation districts 
issue bonds for parks and recreation facilities. 

Comment: Why are we voting on this? This 
practice is already allowed in numerous 
(though not all) counties, and the specific 
enabling legislation hasn’t been passed yet in 
this case - El Paso County will still have to 
work on that. One of the sillier aspects of the 
state constitution, but we shouldn’t block for 
El Paso what it can determine for itself. 

PROPOSITION 8: YES 

Would allow water stewardship property 
tax exemptions for water conservation and 
protection. 

Comment: Author Sen. Kirk Watson 
describes this amendment as the “first state- 
wide water conservation tool.” It doesn’t do 
as much as it should - it’s restricted to land- 
owners who already qualify for an agricul- 
tural exemption, so “it wouldn’t cost the state 
money” - but it’s a step toward greater atten- 
tion to common water resources and steward- 
ship thereof. It’s endorsed by major environ- 
mental orgs. 

PROPOSITION 9: YES 

Would permit a governor’s pardon for 
deferred adjudication cases, as now allowed 
in criminal convictions under special cir- 
cumstances.

Comment: This is unlikely to affect many 
people, but it resolves an inconsistency in the 
law. 

PROPOSITION 10: YES 

Would extend by one month the current 
one-year “resign-to-run” (for another office) 
provision, in keeping with Senate Bill 100’s 
change in the election filing dates. 

Comment: This is a necessary change to 
comport with the new election calendar if 
current officeholders are to be allowed to 
maintain their positions (within limits) 
while running for another office. 

Travis County 
Bond Propositions 

PROPOSITION 1 (ROADS): YES 

Prop. 1 would approve a bond issuance 
totaling $132.8 million in road, drainage, 
bridge, and bike/pedestrian projects across 
the county; the most expensive projects are 
located in the northeast (Precinct 1): includ- 
ing widening Cameron Road from Howard 
Lane to Highway 130, with sidewalks and bike 
lanes ($15 million), and similar work along 
Blake-Manor Road ($14 million) and the future 
Wildhorse Connector ($9 million). There are 
25 road improvement projects in all, as well as 
three miscellaneous items, including one spe- 
cifically for additional bike lanes, and the 
county has committed to collaborate on plan- 
ning with local biking organizations. Most of 
the roadway projects are in the eastern 
“desired development zone,” and the roadway 
planning coincides with green space planning 
in the same area. While the project list will 
undoubtedly require additional citizen scruti- 
ny as the work proceeds, on the whole these 
appear to be worthy and necessary projects. 

PROPOSITION 2 (PARKS): YES 

Prop. 2 would approve $82.1 million in 
parks and land conservation projects, includ- 
ing a major acquisition of additional park- 
land near the Pedernales River ($22 million) 
and a sequence of greenspace acquisitions 
along Onion Creek, Eastern Creek, and Gille- 
land Creek near the Highway 130 corridor 
($17 million in all). There are seven specific 
park projects, in addition to the acquisition 
of conservation easements, primarily for 
water quality protection areas. 

Both propositions have been endorsed by 
a wide spectrum of local organizations, rang- 
ing from several environmental groups to 
various business organizations, and the $215 
million worth of total projects (Prop. 1 and 2) 
was winnowed by a citizens advisory com- 
mittee from a list of countywide needs of 
more than $600 million. Overall, we believe 
the two propositions form a balanced 
approach to Travis County infrastructure 
needs, and we encourage you to vote yes on 
both propositions.

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BURY ELECTRICAL LINES 


Dear Editor,

22 THE HIGHTOWER REPORT 24 PREPARING FOR TAKEOFF 



Last week the Planning Commission denied a developer's request to remove this old pecan tree on Bowie Street; 
now there are efforts under way to revise the Heritage Tree Ordinance that protects trees like this one.

The Tree in the Way 

Commission decision could lead to changes in ordinance 


This shouldn’t come as a surprise to any- 
one who follows local politics, but the city’s 
Heritage Tree Ordinance, which took years 
to craft and won unanimous City Council 
approval last year, is already sporting a 
large bull’s-eye. 

All because of an old pecan tree 
on Bowie Street. The tree has 
become the first test case of 
an ordinance that requires 
city permission to axe 
trees that are more than 
30 inches in diameter. 

This one is 32 inches. 

It’s between 60 and 70 
years old, stands 57 feet 
high, and offers a beau- 
tiful and surprisingly 
lush canopy spread of 55 
feet. On the city’s scale of 
ranking the health of a tree, 
arborist Keith Mars has deter- 
mined that the tree’s condition is 
“good” - the third notch down from “excel- 
lent” and “very good.” 

The Planning Commission spent weeks 
listening to public testimony and deliberat- 
ing whether the tree should make way for a 


Downtown development. On Oct. 11, the 
panel voted 5-4 to deny the variance that 
would have allowed the tree’s extraction. 
The tree’s intricate root system would not 
survive a transplant, so moving it was not a 
viable option. 

The Monkey Wrench 

Endeavor Real Estate 
Group is under contract to 
buy the property in ques- 
tion from landowners 
Perry Lorenz and Larry 
Warshaw in order to 
build an office-residen- 
tial tower up to 400 feet 
high. In June, the land- 
owners obtained City 
Council approval for cen- 
tral urban redevelopment 
zoning, allowing for addition- 
al density, but without consider- 
ing the tree. A week later, Endeavor 
submitted paperwork requesting permis- 
sion to remove two trees. No one disputed 
axing one of them, which is weather-beaten 
and decayed, but the other, which has some- 
how managed to flourish in spite of its 


asphalt surroundings, has thrown a monkey 
wrench into the developer’s plans. 

The property, located in the 300 block of 
Bowie between Third and Fifth streets, is 
an ideal spot for a high-rise of mostly resi- 
dential units. Given the prime location of 
the nearly 1-acre property and given the 
presence of a healthy heritage tree on the 
site, the Planning Commission spent sev- 
eral weeks pondering the “reasonable use” 
clause in the ordinance - specifically, wheth- 
er preserving the tree would prevent a “rea- 
sonable use” of the land. The answer - ulti- 
mately, narrowly - was “no.” Sparing the 
tree, five commissioners argued, wouldn’t 
necessarily negate a dense development on 
the property. 

While some arborists believe the tree 
would have a 50/50 survival chance as a 
result of the construction, tree advocates 
countered that there are regulations for

The fledgling group Austinities for Geographic 
Representation held a press conference at City 
Hall this week, announcing a petition drive to put 
on the ballot its preferred single-member district 
plan - 10 geographic districts, with only the 
mayor elected at large. The drive would be led by 
ChangeAustin.org’s Linda Curtis; the group 
needs some 20,000 signatures to put the initia- 
tive to voters in May, meaning it could preempt a 
council-initiated City Charter election planned for 
November - perhaps forcing council to propose 
its own plan also in May. Both sides, however, 
say they’d prefer a November vote. 

> A coalition of consumer, environmental, and other 
advocacy groups has formed to challenge Austin 
Energy’s proposed electric rate increase, which 
they say would create economic hardships for low- 
income and senior citizens living on fixed incomes. 
Look for more details next week. There’s one 
more hearing at the Electric Utility Commission 
on the rate hike, this Thursday, Oct. 20, 5pm, 
Austin Energy, 721 Barton Springs Rd. 

Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst, who has been filling 
in as acting governor while Rick Perry is on the 
stump, has issued interim charges to six Senate 
committees and a subcommittee to analyze the 
impact of the ongoing drought and this year’s 
record-breaking wildfires on the economy and 
water conservation policy. Environment Texas 
says he isn’t mentioning what they say is the core 
reason for the drought: global climate change. 

> After a string of bad debates, Perry’s plummet in 
the polls continues. New data from Real Clear 
Politics shows him trailing Mitt Romney and 
Herman Cain nationally by double digits, with 
worse numbers in key primary states. Perry has 
the support of only 3% of likely Florida GOP vot- 
ers, while he craters to 1.8% in New Hampshire. 

Speaking of debates, in Tuesday night’s Las 
Vegas go-round, Perry attacked Romney on his 
lawn care company’s former use of “illegal immi- 
grants” and other outrages, but the testy 
exchanges did not appear to help him, and he 
was booed when he told moderator Anderson 
Cooper, “You get to ask the questions; I get to 
answer like I want to,” a posture that should be 
familiar to members of the Capitol press corps. 

> The normally taciturn Anita Perry came under 
scrutiny this week after she claimed that her 
family had been “brutalized” by the press and 
her husband’s political opponents because he is 
the most Christian and conservative presidential 
hopeful and that her banker son had to leave his 
position to work on her hubby’s campaign 
because of excess “government regulation.” 

The malfunctioning Texas school finance sys- 
tem will face legal challenges from two different 
groups of independent school districts. The 
Texas School Coalition, representing net con- 
tributors under the Robin Hood recapture sys- 
tem, has announced it will file a separate lawsuit 
to that already filed by the Texas Taxpayer and 
Student Fairness Coalition.

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protecting trees during construction and 
that the project could be designed to accom- 
modate the tree. Indeed, Endeavor pre- 
sented an alternative plan that included 
preserving the tree. Downtown resident 
and urban planning consultant Jim Duncan, 
who supports keeping the tree, went a step 
further and showed how that same design 
could be altered in a way in which the tree 
would serve as a focal point of the develop- 
ment’s main entry. 

The decision was especially agonizing for 
Planning Commission Chair Dave Sullivan, 
whose vote to deny the variance turned the 
development community on its ear. Before 
Oct. 11, Sullivan had been counted as a like- 
ly yes vote for the variance. But he explained 
that he was bound by the “reasonable use” 
language of the ordinance, and in the same 
breath stated that the law needs a revision to 
address such quandaries. “The applicant 
showed us a plan that would leave the tree 
there but would only reduce the number of 
units by 16 percent,” Sullivan told me a few 
days after his vote. “If it had been 50 percent, 
I would probably agree that [keeping the 
tree] would deny a reasonable use.” Sullivan 
believes the developers’ $70,000 mitigation 
plan - including planting new trees and 
$20,000 toward maintenance of heritage trees 
in nearby Duncan Park - far outweighed the 
value of a single pecan tree. 

If you were to ask me (no one has), I would 
favor keeping the pecan tree, which carries 
a great deal of economic value in terms of 
“ecosystem services.” The Texas Forest 
Service uses that standard in determining 
the dollar amount that large, older trees 
contribute in terms of storing carbon, pro- 
viding shade, preventing storm water run- 
off, and providing eye appeal. 

My opinion aside, the landowners and 
developers acknowledge they are flum- 
moxed by the Planning Commission’s deci- 
sion. For one thing, the case doesn’t move 
on to City Council, where they would have 
another opportunity to try to swing the 


vote. “We honestly haven’t yet made any 
decisions about next steps,” said Jamil 
Alam, a principal with Endeavor. “Regarding 
the ordinance, it’s hard to believe that the 
intent was to save every existing heritage 
tree at the expense of any and every other 
community goal.” Alam pointed to the city’s 
recent decision to take down more than two 
dozen older trees to extend the bike trail 
along Shoal Creek (Lorenz, et al. donated 
the Bowie Street property’s right-of-way to 
allow for the trail construction). The city’s 
decision to take out the trees, Alam said, 
“suggests that even city officials believe it’s 
reasonable to weigh competing community 
benefits.” 

Balancing the Trade-Offs 

When the case came before the Environ- 
mental Board, Lorenz proffered an email he 
had squeezed out of enviro activist Bill 
Bunch, the voice of Save Our Springs 
Alliance. Bunch wrote that he had talked to 
a few environmental leaders, “and ... there 
is a recognition that balancing the tradeoffs 
between preservation and development is 
shifted in favor of high density, water-, 
energy-, and traffic-saving development in 
the central business district that would war- 
rant special exceptions that would not be 
supported in other parts of town.” Bunch 
added that he wasn’t up to speed on this 
particular case. Asked to amplify this week, 
Bunch begged off, explaining he was knee- 
deep in water issues and wasn’t the best 
person to talk to about the tree, anyway. 

Meanwhile, informal talk of changing the 
tree ordinance is starting to gather momen- 
tum. Tweaking it to accommodate Down- 
town development would provide greater 
financial benefit for landowners and devel- 
opers. Having to design a project around a 
tree requires more time and money, and 
less return on investment. This makes 
developers unhappy, and when developers 
are unhappy, laws like the Heritage Tree 
Ordinance start to come undone. ■

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While a good zoning dispute’s great for fire- 
works and AM presentations can prove 
enlightening, items from council are the beat- 
ing heart of any City Council agenda - where, 
week after week, in writing, you can see what 
your elected officials believe is important. 

This week’s meeting (Thursday, Oct. 20) is 
heavy on the substantive ones, but let’s 
begin with a Purchasing Office item, albeit 
one the council’s repeatedly discussed. Item 
51 comprises revisions to the city’s anti- 
lobbying ordinance, long sought by non- 
profits and social service providers who feel 
the city’s no-contact rules on contract bid- 
ding hampered citizens’ ability to communi- 
cate with council members. The item nods 
to the current ordinance governing 
contacts but adds that “oppor- 
tunities to compete for City 
social service funding, City 
cultural arts funding, City 
(including federal and 
state) block grant fund- 
ing, and the sale of rent- 
al property are not cov- 
ered by the ordinance 
unless Council specifical- 
ly directs otherwise.” 

Moving on to the items 
from council, Item 53, spon 
sored by Chris Riley, Mike 
Martinez, and Kathie Tovo, final- 
izes guidelines for electric low-speed 
vehicles-for-hire, long idling in a regulatory 
purgatory. (See “City Hall Hustle,” Oct. 14.) 
As we noted last week, the Transportation 
Department’s 14-point list of equipment 
guidelines comically didn’t reflect a single 
showroom floor vehicle model; this approval 
on second and third readings features 
reworked safety standards that will easily 
see the pilot ELSV program up and running 
by January. 

iSnitch? Yes, but for a good cause. Item 
54, from Riley, Martinez, and Lee Leffing- 
well, would increase enforcement of 
handicapped parking, likely with a smart- 
phone application through which citizens 
can report such infractions. Working in tan- 
dem with stakeholders from the Mayor’s 
Committee for People With Disabilities, 
the Transportation Department, municipal 
court, and Travis County, the resolution calls 
for the city manager to report back to coun- 
cil with implementation ideas in 90 days. 

Item 55 takes up a burning issue: a 
smoking ban in city parks. The resolu- 
tion’s language, proposed by Martinez, Tovo, 
and Laura Morrison, links cigarettes to lit- 
ter, health hazards, and increased fire dan- 
ger in calling for a ban. After its likely pas- 
sage, the resolution will wind its way to the 
Parks and Recreation Board before returning 
to council for final approval Dec. 8. 

The reliably controversial expenditure of 
Austin Energy’s Holly Good Neighbor 
Program funds comprises Item 56. Set up 
by AE as reparations to neighbors for the 
noisy, ugly, and fire-prone Holly Power Plant, 
Item 56, from Martinez, Leffingwell, and Riley, 
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sets annual funding for the program at $1 
million, with just over half going to neighbor- 
hood home repairs and improvements. It 
also allocates $125,000 this year to commu- 
nity outreach programs, and $25,000 specifi- 
cally for a long-running Dla de los Muertos 
party on Oct. 22. The Hustle is certain long- 
time Good Neighbor critic and self-styled 
Eastside power broker Gavino Fernandez 
will be on hand to sound off on the spending. 

A shot in the arm to the city’s permanent 
supportive housing program - which seeks 
to house the most vulnerable, “frequent 
flyer” homeless users of emergency services 
- Item 57, from Riley and Martinez, reiterates 
council support for the “100 Homes” cam- 
paign sponsored by local nonprofit 
Ending Community Home- 
lessness Coalition. An off- 
shoot of national nonprofit 
Common Ground’s 
“10,000 Homes” cam- 
paign, this local drive to 
house the homeless 
begins with a registry 
program, Nov. 7-9, to 
“identify and survey 
Austin’s most vulnerable 
homeless individuals and 
families” for PSH placement 
by November 2013. Aside from 
voicing council’s support, the item 
also instructs the city manager to deploy 
resources to the registry project. 

Reappearing after a recent postponement, 
Item 58 from Morrison and Tovo seeks more 
input on the draft Imagine Austin Compre- 
hensive Plan, specifically looking for any 
compatibility issues between the draft doc 
and other city plans, while giving the plan an 
overall scrubbing. One notable change in 
the revised document is the inclusion of the 
Planning Commission in the undertaking, 
along with the Comprehensive Plan Citi- 
zens Advisory Task Force; the initial pro- 
posal put the onus on the citizens’ group 
(with staff support). Some have called the 
item an attempt to slow-walk the comp plan 
by neighborhood interests; Morrison has 
previously pledged the program wouldn’t be 
an open-ended affair. The draft doc calls to 
“recommend a schedule for the completion 
of the comprehensive plan, including ade- 
quate time for review and discussion by the 
boards and commissions.” 

Lastly, Item 60 from Leffingwell, Morrison, 
and Tovo is set to act on recommendations 
from the Joint Subcommittee of the city, coun- 
ty, and AISD on increasing literacy rates - 
one of the family and childhood issues that’s 
increasingly defining Tovo’s tenure on the 
dais. Recos include a marketing campaign, a 
push for reading outside of school, additional 
literacy services, including adult literacy pro- 
grams, and more. The resolution ends by call- 
ing to accept the recommendations, with the 
understanding that spending and services 
would be agreed to by the three members of 
the joint committee. ■

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Travis Bonds: 

What promises to be a quiet round of 
early voting begins next week (Oct. 24- 
Nov. 4) for the Nov. 8 general election. In a 
metaphor via the ballot box, Travis County’s 
bond proposals sit buried beneath 10 epi- 
cally dense proposed state constitutional 
amendments (see “November Props & 
Bonds,” Oct. 14). If county residents man- 
age to drag themselves out to do their civic 
best, and if they make it that far down the 
ballot, they’ll be asked to approve roughly 
$215 million in infrastructure, parks, and 
land conservation bonds. 

For the record, the nearly $133 million 
Travis officials would like to spend on road, 
drainage, and pedestrian projects is about 
$40 million more than their colleagues at 
the city of Austin asked for in last year’s 
successful Proposition 1 transportation 
package, which included a hotly debated 
boardwalk over Lady Bird Lake. In 2010, 
Austinites were treated to a handful of 
familiar loud voices associated with two 
groups that went back and forth on whether 
citizens should give that bond initiative 
their approval. This year, it was late Sep- 
tember before the pro-bond campaign, 
Travis Two-Step, even announced its steer- 
ing committee (see “County Bond Backers 
Do the ‘Two-Step,’” Sept. 28). And with less 
than a month to go before Election Day, no 
organized opposition group has announced 
its presence. 

Of course, it’s the off-year side of the elec- 
tion cycle. And the county isn’t poised to hit 
taxpayers with a boardwalk to nowhere. 
Still, when Travis’ future is at stake, driving 
voters to the polls to vote in either direction 
can be even harder than convincing them to 
care about city politics - and, as some mem- 
bers of City Council recently reminded us, 
that is its own sort of special challenge. 

“I don’t know why Travis County flies so 
far under the radar,” says Precinct 2 
Commissioner Sarah Eckhardt. It’s not 
for lack of something to discuss. Travis’ 
bond initiative is broken into two sec- 
tions. Prop. 1 - the road question - includes 
a $15 million widening of Cameron Road 
from Howard Lane to Highway 130 that 
would also add bike lanes and sidewalks

to that stretch; $13 million would pay for 
the same sort of work along Blake-Manor 
Road from the future Wildhorse Con- 
nector (which itself is on the list for 
almost $9 million) to the entrance of East 


Metro Park. 

In all, there are 25 specific road improve- 
ment projects included in the package, 
along with three line items for general road 
reconstruction and “bike safety projects.” 
Longtime environmental advocate George 
Cofer worked on the package in an unoffi- 
cial capacity. He pointed to his support for 
the entire effort - roads, too. “We only get 
these opportunities once every six or seven 
years ... sol wanted to be sure that we had 
a balanced package,” he said. 


Proposition 2 asks for just more than 
$82 million for various parks and land 
conservation efforts. Here, the obvious 
standout is more than $22 million for open 
space acquisitions along the Pedernales 
River. “It’s a big chunk of property that 
connects a 3.5-mile stretch ... that will be 
preserved in perpetuity,” says Eckhardt. 
She notes that the “big dollar” price tag 
represents “market value” for the “big 
acreage” the county would like to pick up. 
The Pedernales open space buy dominates 


a list of seven specific parks projects that 
also features money for recreational facili- 
ties in the Onion Creek area ($13.3 mil- 
lion) and open space acquisition in the 
soon-to-be developed Highway 130 corri- 
dor ($16.7 million). 

Property tax fallout from the measures, 
should they pass, would cost the average 
Travis homeowner $10.47 in fiscal year 
2013, and would extend until FY 2019, when

it would cause bill drag to the massive tune 
of 97 cents. 

Cofer says that in a poll of 600 likely vot- 
ers, support for the package registered in 
the high 60% range. And county officials 
seem confident the measure will pass. 
Still, the hurdle of anonymity remains. “A 
great many people don’t know there’s a 
bond package on the November ballot,” 
said Cofer. 

Cue the publicity campaign - Katherine 
Haenschen has been tapped to run the 
Travis Two-Step, the citizen-led effort to 
support the bonds. On Oct. 12, she released 
news of wide-ranging endorsements, includ- 
ing those of the Austin Parks Foundation, 
the Downtown Austin Alliance, and the 
Real Estate Council of Austin. All told, 21 
groups were identified as supporters, and 
by the next day, Haenschen had picked up 
two more. They range from business inter- 
ests to environmental groups to the League 
of Bicycling Voters, which helped identify 
specific cycle-friendly projects. “Clearly 
this is a popular ballot package,” said 
Haenschen. “There is simply no major 
opposition to these projects.” 


Indeed, even Dominic Chavez, a former 
spokesperson for the organized opposition 
to Austin’s 2010 transportation bonds, 
indicated that he wouldn’t formally oppose 
Travis’ effort. “I’m not going to be part of 
any [opposition] committee,” he said. “I 
don’t even think there is a committee.” 
Instead, warning about affordability and 
pleas for his fellow citizens to think of the 
larger picture, he turned his attention to a 
future race. “I’m not so much offended by 
what’s in this package ... I’m offended by 
what’s not in this package,” he said. He 
went on to discuss Highway 45, the long- 
debated Southwest area connector high- 
way, and how current Precinct 3 
Commissioner Karen Huber has worked 
to nix the idea. 

That issue will likely play a key role in 
Huber’s 2012 re-election campaign. For 
those keeping tabs, she’s already drawn at 
least three challengers. - Mike Kanin

“Keep Austin Occupied,” read a hand- 
drawn sign along the street at City Hall last 
Saturday afternoon, Oct. 15, marking the 
second weekend of Occupy Austin and the 
launch of Occupy World - the next step in 
the movement’s growing national and 
international presence. The local solidarity 
event attracted a crowd of more than 1,000 
people, the largest showing since the 
event’s first days. Families, professionals, 
old folks, and others - distinct from the 
young, more dressed-down crowd stationed 
around-the-clock at City Hall - could be 
seen throughout the march. “It’s for her,” 
says a mother pushing a stroller, where her 
young daughter rides behind a sign read- 
ing “Save my future!” 

What started on the streets of lower 
Manhattan on Saturday, Sept. 17, as Occupy 
Wall Street, a small direct action - initially 
triggered by a push from anti-consumerist 
magazine Adbusters - gained global media 
coverage a week later when a video sur- 
faced of New York Police Department offi- 
cers pepper-spraying some bystanders and 
later a mass arrest of marchers under dubi- 
ous circumstances. The crowd, bolstered by 
support from larger organizations, grew to a 
permanent encampment a few blocks from 
Wall Street. In the days since, the move- 
ment has spread nationally and internation- 
ally, largely by way of its own social media, 
to as many as 1,500 cities. 

In Austin, readers should undoubtedly 
recall the 12,000-plus people marching with 
Save Texas Schools at the Capitol in spring. 
To put the numbers into context, 10,000 
people marched with Occupy Wall Street in 
NYC last Saturday, one of the largest show- 
ings to date. In Austin, throughout the 
week, at any time there can be 200 people 
on hand or an early-morning low of a scat- 
tered handful, joined intermittently by 
other groups. At City Hall, a single symbolic 
tent sits in contrast to the rows of lived-in 


tents in New York or Boston or Seattle; 
absent, for the most part, is the sustained 
visible presence of student groups, environ- 
mentalists, or unions reported elsewhere. 
“We did an initial march in solidarity with 
the Occupy movement, and I’ve seen other 
organizations down there,” says Gregorio 
Casar of the Workers Defense Project. “But 
we’ve been working every single day with 
these issues since even before 2008. Our 
group just hasn’t gotten around to making a 
collective decision on Occupy Austin.” 

The movement’s still unfocused message 
- largely “anti-Wall Street” but united in lit- 
tle else - may be partly to blame, but Michelle 
Millette, one young participant, takes the 
opposite tack. “It’s the refusal of leaders and 
a political agenda that makes this truly 
inspiring,” she said. “There’s no Vote for this 
candidate or this ballot measure.’ It’s what 
attracts people and sets the Occupy move- 
ment apart from everything else out there.” 


“There’s a lot of media attention on frac- 
tures and arrests and a lack of organization 
that’s preventing people from coming 
down,” explains Dawnielle Castledine, a 
member of Occupy Austin’s banking com- 
mittee. She estimates that $75,000 has been 
removed from local branches of Chase 
Bank and Bank of America, and she says 
there’s a strong union presence and collabo- 
ration with traditional social justice groups. 
“There are a lot of tired, exhausted people 
out here working their butts off.” 

At Occupy Austin you can consistently 
count on the presence of passion. Conversa- 
tions at the general assembly, a twice-daily 
organizational gathering, start late but 
quickly grow heated, with loud indictments 
of power grabs during what eventually 
becomes a three-hour session. Decisions are 
finally made for this or that committee - 
except the next day, the decisions often 
remain unmaterialized or even forgotten 


until someone finally takes action indepen- 
dently of all the time and energy it took just 
to come to an agreement. 

But the local incarnation of the Occupy 
movement remains representative in its 
rabid embrace of new media. Beyond the 
basic Facebook events and Twitter cov- 
erage that this year’s Middle East pro- 
tests popularized, the movement is con- 
nected through its separate branches’ 
Web presences and the continuously 
strong webcasting of Occupy Wall Street’s 
self-reporting, philosophical leanings, 
and inspirational messaging. A novel 
Livestream digital video channel lets you 
tune in live at any moment to almost 
every Occupy action, including in Austin, 
where you could have watched live video 
of four young men getting arrested at 
2:40am last Thursday for declining to 
move for a cleaning crew. You can also 
now listen online to an Internet radio sta- 
tion inspired by the Austin occupation 
at www.occupyradioaustin.org. 

On the ground at City Hall, the communi- 
cation style is quite different and quite dis- 
tinctive. Someone yells, “Mic check!” and 
the crowd responds, “Mic check!” From a 
perch just above the crowd on the public 
amphitheatre, a young man continues, 
“We’re about to begin,” and the crowd 
repeats, “We’re about to begin” ... “This 
morning’s march” ... “This morning’s 
march,” until an entire statement is com- 
municated in this way. For all that’s missing 
or confused in the organizing, there’s an 
undeniable energy reverberating on the 
steps of City Hall. Asked if she thought pro- 
testers would be here three months from 
now, Castledine responds, “Yes.” Six 
months? “Yep.” A year? “I think so. These 
are people here who have been affected by 
the last few years in ways you can’t imag- 
ine, and they aren’t going anywhere until 
things change.”

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VA Benefits & 
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Carter Called Home Before 
Fatal Police Shooting 


By all accounts, 20-year-old Byron Carter 
was a nice guy, says attorney Adam Loewy. 
He was close to his family, especially his 
grandmothers, who helped raise him. He 
lived off of Manor Road and attended LB J 
High School, though he dropped out in his 
final year and never graduated. Still, he 
always held a job and worked hard to sup- 
port his 1 -year- old son, Byron Carter III. He 
was quiet and he didn’t start trouble, the 
family has said. According to the Austin 
Police Department, Carter did have a prior 
arrest record, although the family says he 
generally avoided trouble. 

On the evening of May 30, he was out 
with a younger friend (a 16-year-old who 
has not been named publicly because of his 
age) visiting a friend’s place just east of 
1-35. At roughly 10:45pm, Carter called his 
grandmother to say he was on his way 
home. Roughly 15 minutes later, Carter was 
shot four times by APD Officer Nathan 
Wagner as he sat in the passenger seat of 
the red car driven by his friend. The friend, 
who was hit in the arm by a bullet, drove 
away, dumping the car several blocks east a 
few minutes later. He lived; Carter died. 

Exactly why Carter died is now in question. 
According to a federal civil rights lawsuit filed 
last week by Loewy on behalf of Carter’s fam- 
ily, including his young son, the family believes 
Carter was the victim of excessive police force 
after being targeted “simply” because he and 
his friend “were young, African-American 
males in a gentrified part of Downtown Austin.” 
The family is suing Wagner individually, for 
the use of excessive force, and the city, for fail- 
ing to adequately train and oversee APD offi- 
cers that it knows have a history of employing 
“excessive force against minorities,” accord- 
ing to the complaint. 


According to police, Carter and his teen 
companion were spotted by Wagner and his 
bike-cop partner, Officer Jeffrey Rodriguez, 
as they walked near an apartment complex 
just off the highway between East Seventh 
and Eighth streets. The officers were patrol- 
ling for car burglars and spotted the pair 
casing vehicles parked near the complex, 
police have said. The officers followed the 
two but at some point lost sight of them. 
When they finally spotted the pair again, 
the teen and Carter were already in a car - 
police thought it might be stolen, they said 
the night of the shooting. With the officers 
flanking the vehicle, the teen driver tried to 
pull away from the curb, striking Rodriguez, 
who suffered a ruptured Achilles tendon. 
Wagner, believing his partner was pinned 
beneath the car and would be dragged as 
they pulled away, fired repeatedly into the 
vehicle, police said, killing Carter and 
wounding the driver. 

Frankly, says Loewy, that story has never 
made sense to him. For starters, the pair had 
their own car - why would they be targeting 
cars if they had their own ride, he asks. Also, 
he says, the notion that the boys were 
up to no good is belied by the phone 
call Carter made to his grandmother 
just before the shooting. “Equally important” 
to the fact that they were actually driving 
their own car, Loewy wrote in an email, “when 
someone is on [an] alleged crime spree, they 
generally don’t call their grandmother at 
10:45pm and tell her [they] are coming home, 
like happened here.” According to the law- 
suit, Carter and his friend were simply walk- 
ing back to their car to go home, unaware that 
the police were following them. They got into 
the car and were beginning to pull away from 
the curb when, “out of nowhere, and from a 



dimly lit area,” Wagner and 
Rodriguez ran “up to the 
car with their guns drawn.” 

Neither identified himself 
as police, reads the plead- 
ing, and instead, “without 
any warning whatsoever,” 

Wagner opened fire into 

the car, striking Carter 
“repeatedly in the head and body.” 

Indeed, the results of Carter’s autopsy 
suggest that the shooting incident isn’t as 
clear-cut as police have suggested. Accord- 
ing to the report, which the Chronicle has 
reviewed, Carter sustained four wounds, 
including one shot to the head - traveling 
from the left rear side of the skull and out 
through the right temporal region - and 
one to the rear left shoulder. Two addi- 
tional shots hit Carter: one in his lower 
abdomen and a second that shattered his 
femur. The spread of the wounds on Carter 
- and the fact that the teen driver was 
struck just once, in his arm - worries 
Loewy. (Although officials originally 
declined to release the autopsy to Loewy, 
last week they changed course and gave 
him a copy of the report.) Did Wagner 


panic and fire without 
drawing a bead on the 
driver? Was he just a 
bad shot? Did he fire 
randomly and continue 
to do so without having 
any idea what he would 
strike? At this point, he 
says, he and the Carter 
family have far more 
questions than they have 
answers, though Loewy 
believes it is significant 
that a Travis County 
grand jury declined to 
indict the 16-year-old on 
any charges, including 
aggravated assault of a 
police officer, a first- 
degree felony. “The fact 
fiat the kid wasn’t indict- 
ed for anything is huge,” 
..oewy said. 

[ ^ The lawsuit also argues 

that police regularly use 
excessive force disproportionately against 
minorities and that the city of Austin has 
failed to ensure police have proper training 
and oversight to correct the problem. The 
“known and obvious consequence of these 
policies was that APD officers would be 
placed in recurring situations in which the 
constitutional violations described within 
this complaint would result,” reads the suit. 

The city has declined to comment on the 
lawsuit but has retained outside attorney 
Dan Richards to handle the suit, fairly 
atypical in these kinds of civil rights cases, 
which are usually handled by the city’s 
legal team. The move to hire Richards was 
made “primarily on the workload capacity” 
of the city’s litigation team, city spokesman 
Reyne Telles said in an email.

JUDGE ‘OCCUPY’ BY ITS ENEMIES 

If you had any doubt about the seriousness of the 
Occupy Wall Street movement springing up from America’s 
grassroots like hardy wildflowers, just note the frantic fu I mi- 
nations against it by assorted Wall Street toadies. 

The corporate cheerleaders on CNBC, for example, 
reached back to the nasty days of McCarthyism to smear 
the youthful protesters as “aligned with Lenin.” Little Eric 
Cantor, the House Majority Leader who loyally serves the 
banksters as their Washington lapdog, yapped in alarm 
about “the growing mobs occupying Wall Street.” Then 
came Mitt Romney, himself a former Wall Streeter, to 
warn darkly against the protesting rabble: “I think it’s dan- 
gerous, this class warfare.”

Gosh, godfather, if you have to ask a question like that, 
you’re way too out of touch to be president. What we’re look- 
ing for are such old-fashioned American fundamentals as eco- 
nomic fairness, social justice, and equal opportunities for all.

State Takes Over Morton Case 

Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott’s office will be taking over the reinvestigation and, 
if possible, prosecution of the 1986 murder of Christine Morton, says A.G. spokeswom- 
an Lauren Bean. Williamson County District Attorney John Bradley this week asked that 
the A.G. appoint a special prosecutor to handle the case because that office has the 
resources and expertise to do so. This comes just a week after the Court of Criminal 
Appeals agreed to void the conviction of Michael Morton, Christine’s husband, who was 
charged, tried, convicted, and sentenced to life in prison for the murder of his wife - a 
murder that DNA evidence found near the crime scene, but never previously tested, proves 
he did not commit. That DNA has also been linked to the 1988 murder of Debra Masters 
Baker in Austin, a crime that likely could have been avoided had Williamson County law 
enforcement officials not focused so myopically on Morton as the perpetrator. An inquiry 
into possible police and prosecutorial misconduct in the case is ongoing. For more on the 
case see, “More WilCo Maneuvering in Morton Case,” Oct. 14, on our Newsdesk blog, 
austinchronicle.com/newsdesk.

Draws Fire 


Land Commissioner Jerry Patterson has been 
blasted for comparing America’s first African- 
American soldiers to the Confederate troops that 
wanted to continue slavery. In a gaffe reminiscent of 
President Ronald Reagan saying that SS troopers 
were victims of the Third Reich, Patterson has 
backed a request from the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans that the Texas Department of Motor 
Vehicles release a fundraising license plate carrying 
the battle flag of the Republic. To Patterson, rebels 
who committed treason in the name of slavery were 
less honorable or deserving of a commemorative 
license plate than the Buffalo Soldiers who served 
in the American Indian Wars. Sen. Rodney Ellis, 
D-Houston, and Buffalo Soldiers National Museum 


Chair Paul Matthews fired off a furious volley, 
accusing him of peddling a false equivalency. While 
the four African-American regiments formed after the 
Civil War acquired their nickname in the West, they 
served in multiple campaigns including the Spanish- 
American War and World War I. They were also 
peacekeepers and civil engineers, while members of 
the 24th Infantry Division became Yosemite National 
Park’s first rangers. In the Oct. 13 letter, Ellis and 
Matthews called Patterson’s “attempt to sanitize the 
mission and record of the Confederacy with an inap- 
propriate reference to the honor and legacy of one 
of America’s most dedicated fighting force is inde- 
fensible.” The DMV’s board may vote on the request 
at its Nov. 10 meeting. - Richard Whittaker

Plans under way for major redo of Airport Boulevard and Highland Mall

In a series of presentations beginning late last month, 
the city and its prospective partners unveiled tentative 
plans for redeveloping Highland Mall and upper Airport 
Boulevard to a largely appreciative public. A few high- 
lights: Austin Community College will keep the mall 
buildings as a campus facility, while RedLeaf Properties 
will master-plan the rest of the Highland site as a dense 
“new urban” community. Meanwhile, just south of 
Highway 290, the city is hoping to create a Transit- 
Oriented Development out of the current Leif Johnson 
Ford tract and the blocks south - connecting with a new 
Travis County complex planned for across the street, 
beside the current county offices at the old Chair King 
location at 53rd Street. 

The projects are parts of a complex city initiative, led 
by Council Member Chris Riley, to upzone much of the 


Airport corridor - all the way from Lamar Boulevard in 
the north to the 1-3 5/Mueller area initially and, in the 
longer term, to the Highway 183 intersection near the 
Colorado River. Along the way, planners and city offi- 
cials hope to redefine zoning itself: using the principles 
of form-based code zoning to express the city’s interest 
in how buildings are designed and function, rather than 
what sorts of specific uses they’re put to. 

Liveable City hosted a presentation of the Highland 
Mall redevelopment plan Monday, Sept. 26. Plans for 
Airport Boulevard were presented at the Imagine Austin 
Release Party at the Carver Museum and Cultural 
Center on Saturday, Oct. 1, and again on Oct. 3 at Our 
Lady’s Maronite Catholic Church. 

Look for more details arriving soon at a City Council 
near you. 
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Pictured on the facing page is the south end of the proposed Fiskville Transit-Oriented 
Development, with a new MetroRail station at left. That’s 53Vfc Street in the foreground; 
just out of the picture to the right is the intersection with Airport, and that snazzy 
building front right is what’s now Chapman Motor Sales. Lammes Candies would be the 
next building north; it will likely stay through the redevelopment, but its surroundings 
would look - and function - quite different.

It’s a complicated process involving two 
other city planning initiatives - the Austin 
Strategic Mobility Plan and the Imagine 
Austin Comprehensive Plan (www.imagineaustin. 
net) - plus Austin Community College’s plan 
for a campus at a new urban Highland Mall 
development and Travis County’s 30-year 
North Campus Master Plan, plus a fairly 
heavy emphasis on Capital Metro’s Red Line, 
which would presumably link into a more 
robust citywide light-rail system by the time 
all this is built out. 

Planning is led by the city of Austin’s 
Urban Design Division, part of the Planning 
and Development Review Department. A 
team of consultants led by Gateway Planning 
Group - an award-winning urban design 
firm based in Fort Worth, with Scott Polikov 
as president - has been hired to help develop 
the vision and tools, and to handle commu- 
nications/engagement/public relations . 

The upper Airport Boulevard plan in- 
cludes four main goals: 

• “Establish a Vision for redevelopment” 

• “Set the Stage for Reinvestment in Public 
Infrastructure and Economic Development” 

• “Create More Transportation Options” 

• “Develop a Model for Other Corridors” 

That last one is key; if this planning pro- 
cess works, city officials and others hope it 
can be applied to other corridors and neigh- 
borhoods as well. 

And they’re working on a fairly quick 
timeline. Having completed the initial 
assessment - documenting everything that’s 
on the ground and in the existing plans and 
identifying all the stakeholders - the initia- 
tive is currently in the “Vision” stage, elabo- 
rating on all the drawings you see here. 
They’ll design and plan over the winter and 
put it into code next summer; action (the 
actual financing, investment, and eventual 
construction) can begin in about a year. 

Also figuring into the planning is the Austin 
Strategic Mobility Plan, run by the city’s 
Transportation Department (www.austinstrategic 
mobility.com). It’s looking at Airport Boulevard, 
all the way down to Highway 183, as one of 
five main mobility corridors where it wants to 
“increase mobility and accessibility for driv- 
ers, pedestrians, bicycles and transit users.” 
The others: North Lamar and Burnet Road, 
FM 969 (East MLK), East Riverside, and 1-35. 
While the Transportation Department people 
are happy to leave most of the work in this 
section to the Upper Airport planners, one 
initiative that had people’s ears perking up at 
the Oct. 3 meeting was a commitment to a 
continuous bike route the length of Airport 
Boulevard, from the Crestview TOD at Lamar 


all the way down to the Highway 183-Seventh 
Street intersection. 

PLANNING AREAS 

• The Greater Highland Mall Redevelopment 

includes properties south to Highway 290. 
Apart from the mall tract itself, which will 
be developed by ACC and RedLeaf, the 
major change will be a new transit center 
district on the west side of Airport. With 
Capital Metro’s sign-off, the current rail 
stop would be relocated directly opposite 
the main campus entrance with a treelined 
promenade that might resemble UT’s West 
Mall, a totally redesigned street crossing at 
Airport to match, and the light industrial 
neighborhood behind the station upzoned 
to encourage denser mixed uses. A poten- 
tial bonus: Officials are exploring a land 
swap with Greyhound that could give bus 
passengers much-improved transit options. 

• The Fiskville TOD/Travis County North 
Campus area could vie with Highland Mall 
for being the most radically transformed 
stretch of the corridor. With Travis County’s 
busy North Campus growing on the east side 
of the street and a brand-new rail stop on the 
west side next to the acres of auto dealers 
just aching to be redeveloped into “urban 
village density,” this area might well be 
unrecognizable by the end of this decade. 

Elsewhere up and down the corridor, with 
no public-sector drivers, the planning gets a 
bit more speculative and dependent on the 
vagaries of the economy and the develop- 
ment industry: 

• The Independent Business Area could see a 
lot of streetscape improvements - back-in 
angled parking, functioning sidewalks - and 
upzoning based on the form-based code model, 
so that any new construction is of a denser, 
more pedestrian-friendly style. But how soon 
that new construction might happen the plan- 
ners ultimately have little control over. 
Moreover, the current mix of businesses here 
is great - Tamale House, I Luv Video, Mrs. 
Johnson’s Bakery, House Pizzeria - and no 
one expressly wants to do anything to change 
that. Yet how do you make neighborhood 
improvements that are going to raise property 
values without hurting low-rent businesses? 
Well, call it the paradox of gentrification. 

• The Ridgetop Neighborhood, encompass- 
ing the entire triangle between that 
Independent Business Area and 1-35, seems 
likely to go a lot more upscale, but as it’s 
almost all single-family residential, there’s

RedLeaf Properties principal Matt Whelan, who was with Catellus 
during the planning phases of the Mueller development, described 
master-planning as a three-step process: 

• Acquire the land. 

• Establish a long-term vision for the tract. 

• Execute the vision.

He noted that his Highland project has just now gotten 
to the point where Mueller planning began because the 
city already owned all the land there. Highland, on the 
other hand, had a complicated patchwork of ownership: 
four separately platted lots plus several long-term leases. 
It’s all now owned by ACC, however - 80 acres in all count- 
ing the mall buildings and parking lots. And, Whelan 
said, the college took most everyone by surprise by decid- 
ing that it wanted to keep the existing mall buildings for 
its campus use. There are still some long-term leases on 
the central mall building - the smaller stores and the food 
court - and how those will play out remains to be seen, but 
the three anchor-tenant buildings on the corners (about 
200,000 square feet each) are ACC’s free and clear, and the 
college may start working toward remodeling those for 
classroom use within the next 18 months. 

Other than that and a proposed street grid, the rest of 
the plan is largely unspecified red shading for mixed-use 
development of some sort: Several conceptual drawings 
illustrate what could be built in certain locations, but 


RedLeaf stresses that its plans are still quite preliminary. 

Still, if ACC is going to latch onto the Airport redevel- 
opment timeline, it needs to move quickly. The zoning 
for all that land is supposed to be in place next summer 
- and a lot of pieces have to fall into place before it gets 
to that stage. 

As a side note: All of these plans live somewhat in the 
shadow of the massive work still ongoing down the 
road at Mueller. But in one sense, at least, both the 
Highland and Fiskville TODs have a planning advan- 
tage over the Mueller development in that neither of 
them needs the (tax-generating) big-box development 
that was the first thing to hit the ground at Mueller, 
long before the more attractive mixed-use infill started 
being built. In ACC and Travis County, the Highland 
and Fiskville TODs have anchor tenants built in from 
the start - and they’re major employers and people 
magnets that will contribute to the pedestrian develop- 
ment, and the development of small business in the 
area, rather than car-dependent big retailers. 


FORM-BASED CODE 

One of the touted innovations of the Upper Airport Boulevard planning process is that the zoning is to be written as form- 
based code instead of traditional zoning code. Here’s an overview of what that means, loosely adapted from the Form-Based 
Codes Institute (www.formbasedcodes.org): 

Form-based codes use physical form rather than separation of uses as the organizing principle for the code - in contrast 
to conventional zoning, which focuses on the micromanagement and segregation of land uses, to the neglect of an integrated 
built form. Not to be confused with design guidelines or general statements of policy, form-based codes are regulations, not 
mere guidelines, adopted into city law. 

Form-based codes address the relationship between building facades and the public realm, the form and mass of build- 
ings in relation to one another, and the scale and types of streets and blocks. The regulations and standards in form-based 
codes are presented in words, diagrams, and other visuals. They are keyed to a regulating plan that designates the appropri- 
ate form and scale of development rather than mere distinctions in land-use types. 

Form-based codes commonly include: a regulating plan designating the locations where different building form standards 
apply; public space standards for sidewalks, travel lanes, on-street parking, and street trees and furniture; building form 
standards controlling the configuration, features, and functions of buildings; a clearly defined application and project review 
process; and often architectural, landscaping, and signage standards, as well as environmental resource standards. 





Travis County North Campus 

The Travis County North Campus houses “[selected 
general government and other functions with high 
visitor traffic," including the main Tax Office, the 
County Clerk (Elections and Recording Divisions), 
Sheriffs Central Command, County Fire Marshal, 
Emergency Services, and more. A 2010 North Campus 
Master Plan (www.co.travis.tx.us/facilities) calls for 


a three-phase development, with the first phase 
being the construction by 2020 of a four-story office 
building at the corner of Airport Boulevard and 53V2 
Street - of about 220,000 square feet - plus a parking 
garage in back, about where the old Chair King store 
is now. (By 2040, the North Campus would have more 
than a half-million square feet of new office space, 
plus parking garages for some 1,674 cars - if we’re not 
all using jet packs by then.)

little that planning can affect directly; the 
team is concentrating on ensuring good 
bike and pedestrian access routes and 
appropriate transition zones behind the 
commercial corridor on Airport. 

• In the Lamar/Justin TOD Transition 

zone with the Crestview TOD just up the 
road at Lamar, planners are focusing on the 
several blocks south of the industrial zone 
along the railroad tracks and on Guadalupe 
north of Airport. But again, with all the 
existing single-family housing stock, it’s 
hard to foresee tangible changes in the 
neighborhood on any specific timetable. 

• The envisioned Upper Airport Gateway 

feature is even more speculative: little more 
than a wish at this point, or just an observa- 
tion, if you will, that the triangle of land 
between 46th, Airport, and 1-35 could hold 
so much more than a brake shop, a conve- 
nience store, and a bunch of empty pads 
where Morgan Buildings and Spas used to 
be. Indeed it could, but how soon some- 
thing might be built there or what shape it 
might take is anybody’s guess at this point. 
The planners can set the table, but they 
can’t make the development happen. 

As Alan Holt, Airport project co-manager 
from the city’s Urban Design Division, told 
the assembled masses at the Oct. 3 presen- 
tation, “Some of these elements you see 
here may be on the ground within two 
years; some of it may not be there 20 years 
from now.” ■

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The Mob, 9/11, 
and Your Garbage

The years between 1966 to 1973, during 
which the World Trade Center was built, 
were the sunset years of the mob’s so-called 
Five Families. The mob was a powerful 
presence on the docks, in trucking and gar- 
bage collection, and in construction - 
besides traditional mob businesses like 
brothels, illegal gambling, loan-sharking, 
money laundering, violence for hire, and its 
growing control of the dope trade. During 
those years, New York City was up for sale: 
dirty cops, judges, regulators, inspectors, 
prison guards. In that wild, dirty era, the 
wild and dirty ruled. 

New York is squeaky clean now, right? As 
U.S. attorney (1983-1989) and mayor of New 
York City (1994-2001), Rudy Guiliani 
famously cleaned up the town, and his suc- 
cessor, Michael Bloomberg, has kept it 
clean. That’s the story, anyway. 

Well, welcome to New York construction 
in this clean era: 

“A concrete-testing laboratory faked 
results for a LaGuardia Airport control 
tower, the new Yankee Stadium, the Lincoln 
Tunnel and more than a dozen other proj- 
ects .... [T]he case spotlighted the stubborn 
presence of concerns about fraud in an 
industry important to the safety of a city of 
skyscrapers and subways ... [The lab’s] 12 
years of fraud continued even after another 


major lab was indicted and city officials 
tightened oversight .... ‘The volume of fab- 
ricated tests was egregious,’ ... netting the 
company millions of dollars for results ‘that 
were no more than worthless pieces of 
paper,’ District Attorney Cyrus R. Vance Jr. 
said” (The Associated Press online, Aug. 4). 

“[N]one of the nearly 3,000 test reports 
that investigators seized . . . contained legiti- 
mate test results” ( The New York Times, 
Aug. 5, p.l). 

Got that? None. Zero. Not one. 

The AP report documented another com- 
pany “convicted in February 2010 of faking 
concrete and steel strength test results for 
nearly 120 projects in and around the city, 
including ground zero’s centerpiece sky- 
scraper ■” [emphasis mine]. 

Both AP and the Times included lame 
not-to-worry notices. AP: “Prosecutors said 
they believed any safety concerns had been 
addressed by retesting, plus some upgrades 
in projects they wouldn’t specify.” Check for 
yourselves what those retesting standards 
are; they are typically less than 1% of the 
questionable material. 

The Times was cuter. Concrete cracks were 
found in various buildings, but “officials said 
they did not represent serious structural 
threats ... because most of the concrete 
poured in New York is of high quality.” 


Say what? Notice the “officials” are anon- 
ymous. No one is about to put his or her 
name to that contention. 

AP added coyly that “Engineers generally 
design buildings to make sure they will be 
safe even if there are problems with some 
materials.” A polite way to say: Engineers 
and architects know this shit goes down in 
most cities and design accordingly. 

(Do they ask themselves, “What if a jet 
loaded with fuel crashes into my building?” 
I doubt it.) 

Neither report mentioned any of the out- 
fits that have replaced the so-called Five 
Families, but the ever-cautious Times hint- 
ed: “The defendants and the company are 
charged under the state’s racketeering law.” 
Also, the testing investigation grew from an 
investigation into labor racketeering. 

Sounds like mob to this Sicilian. Same old, 
same old in today’s “clean” New York. It bug- 
gers up the mind to imagine what went down 
during New York’s fattest skyscraper project 
ever - when the city was openly dirty. 

September 11th conspiracy theorists 
point to the collapse of World Trade Center 
building 7 as the “smoking gun” that proves 
them right, but they overlook how substan- 
dard construction might be undermined by 
earthquakelike thuds when two across-the- 
court skyscrapers fall down. 

Any 9/11 analysis based on blueprint 
specs is as questionable as any 
statement by architects and 
engineers who fail to admit 
that, in their professions, 
the price of doing busi- 
ness includes knowing 
when to look the other 
way. As the AP noted, 
those professionals rou- 
tinely compensate for 
routine corruption. They 
do not factor in the unusu- 
al. In Fan City, “unusual’ 
includes earthquake stresses 
greater than a 4.0 magnitude 
and jets full of fuel. 

As we say in Lubbock: I’m just sayin’. 
Stop spinning your wheels, boys, ’cause 
accurate data can never be known. As it can 
never be known if projects touched by the 
latest scandals are up to extreme stress. As 
Lenny Bruce once said, “Everybody’s ass is 
up for grabs.” 

“Everybody” includes you and me. 
Because, as Orson Welles put it, “It’s a 
bright, guilty world.” Bright and guilty, 
everywhere and evermore. 

How’s that for a conspiracy theory? Now, 
let’s talk about your garbage. 

Why does your local mob favor control of 
private garbage collection? 

Obvious answer: It’s easy to move contra- 
band in a garbage truck. Drugs. Weapons. 
Slave girls. Whatever. (I’m not being flip. 
I’ve watched this shit since I was a kid. It’s 
horrible. It’s all around you. That’s life in 
these United States, and it always has been. 
How’s that for a conspiracy theory?) 

In the Bronx and Brooklyn of my tender 
years, the dialogue went like this: 

I’m a mob guy with a territory. There are 


500 restaurants in my territory. I collect 
standard fees weekly - $50 off the books. 
And $50 times 500 equals $25,000 weekly, or 
$1.3 million yearly. Cash flow is all. On a 
whim, I up it to $100 weekly, $5,200 a year 
each. (Understand, that’s just one of my 
scams. I’ve got lots. I’m pulling a couple 
million a year off everybody’s books.) 

Sallie’s Pizza on Jerome Avenue - Sallie 
balks. He won’t go for $100. (He’ll go even- 
tually, but he wants to be the last to agree. 
He’s got pride.) 

I tell my driver, “Sallie’s Pizza - that’s the 
best on Jerome, right?” 

“If you say so. Me, I like Irish Johnny’s 
on Tremont.” 

“You’re a fucking heretic. I’ll report you 
to the Pope. So - Sallie’s - you can’t pick up 
his garbage ’cause your clutch is fucked.” 

“How long my clutch is fucked for 
Sallie’s?” 

“’Til I unfuck it.” 

No restaurant of any kind, high or low, can 
stand for a pile of garbage to stink up the 
joint for weeks. Sallie will cave. So will the 
fanciest joint in town. Cash flow will double 
without one knee crushed into uselessness. 

Next year, as the local boss, I double it 
again. 

I keep 10% officially. Actually, I skim a 
little more, for my private stash. My boss 
expects that. If I skim too much, I’m 
replaced - gruesomely. The trick 
to being a long-lived wiseguy 
is to skim just enough. So a 
guy I don’t even know, a 
guy I maybe see on the 
news, a guy who’s name 
is Bonano or Gotti or 
Luciano or some frig- 
gin’ un-American, Lith- 
uanian-fuckin’ name - 
he gets 90% and doles it 
out how he pleases. 

Me, I’m a small business- 
man - just like they talk 
about in Congress. I depend on 
my employees to steal from me - a 
10% kinda thing. If they steal more, I 
smash their knees. If you balk, I smash 
yours. If I screw up, somebody smashes 
mine. It goes on everywhere. All the time. 
Bright and guilty. I’m your local boss. I get a 
piece of everything that’s moved by truck. 

I leave government stuff alone - post 
office, military, they’re outta my league. But 
everything else .... 

That garbage bag under your sink - I got 
a piece of that. Know what that means, you 
passive, ignorant muthafucka? Means I got 
a piece of you. 

Recycling? You gotta be kidding. It’s me 
who does that. And where it ends up is 
where it ends up - you know what I’m 
sayin’? Those plastic containers you feel so 
righteous about? Well, fuck you. I know 
where they go. Recycle, my ass. 

Please, don’t look into your garbage col- 
lection too closely. I refuse responsibility for 
your shattered, forever useless knees. Peer 
all you like into conspiracies worldwide, but 
poke not into conspiracies profitable on 
your block. That gets serious. ■

Music in Architecture - 
Architecture in Music 


MORE SONGS ABOUT BUILDINGS AND SPACE 


The old maxim that compares writing about music to dancing 
about architecture implies some sort of inherent east-east, west- 
west, never-the-twain-shall-meet divide between different artistic 
disciplines. But this week, the University of Texas aims to prove 
it ain’t necessarily so. With the Music in Architecture - 
Architecture in Music symposium, the School of Architecture’s 
Center for American Architecture and Design, the College of Fine 
Arts, and the Butler School of Music play Reese’s to the two 
forms, showing that they’re every bit as compatible and tasty 
together as the peanut butter and chocolate in the famous cups. 

A goodly chunk of the four-day event is taken up with schol- 
arly papers, though when you consider that topics run the 
gamut from Buckminster Fuller’s “jitterbug” to Jimi Hendrix’s 
studio, with room in between for bebop, John Cage, Miles 
Davis, and the meeting point of “father of the skyscraper” 
Louis Sullivan and operatic ubermensch Richard Wagner, they 
might not be as dry as you’d suppose. 

Still, the big draw for those of us lacking the academic 
bona tides for either field are the numerous site-specific col- 
laborations between composers and designers from across 
the globe. If you happened to be on campus the day before 
this edition hits the streets, you may have already caught 
some of the excitement. On Oct. 19, five of the eight teams 
that made the finals in the event’s composition and design 
competition presented their works in spaces across the Forty 
Acres, from the Grand Hall of the LBJ Library and Museum to 
the loading dock of the Perry-Casteheda Library. Imagine hun- 
dreds of glass, wood, and steel chimes suspended under the 


arches of the Waller Creek Bridge near the alumni center - 
that was the setting for “seeing times are not hidden,” the 
collaborative creation of Matthew Teodori of the percussion 
ensemble Line Upon Line and Emily Little and Norma Yancey 
of the Austin architectural firm Clayton and Little. And that is 
the kind of integration of space, structure, and sound that 
these projects have undertaken. 

Still to come are three more competition finalists: “Theater 
of the Imagination,” a composition by Frank Clark inspired by 
the theoretical writings of engineer and architect Cecil 
Balmond, featuring the Georgia Tech University chorus 
(Thursday, Oct. 20, 6pm, Jessen Auditorium); “Turnaround 
City,” an original work combining design by Alberto Sacca with 
music co-written by Sacca and musician Francesco Pafundi of 
Rome (Friday, Oct. 21, 4pm, Mebane Gallery of Goldsmith 
Hall); and “Bridge Harp: Mirror City,” a piece for the Brooklyn 
Bridge Harp, a working model of the Brooklyn Bridge cabling, 
composed and performed by Sheryl Jordan and Liam Singer of 
New York City (Friday, Oct. 21, 4pm, Mebane Gallery of 
Goldsmith Hall). Also, former Austinite Ellen Fullman, who on 
her last visit to town turned the Seaholm Power Plant into a 
musical instrument with her 100-foot-long Long String 
Instrument, is back to do the same for the 100-year-old Battle 
Hall Library with a new composition titled “Tracings” (Thursday, 
Oct. 20, 8:30pm). The symposium’s grand finale is “Low Close 
Vast,” a new work commissioned by the Butler School of 
Music from composer Paul Dresher in collaboration with Los 
Angeles architect Michael Rotondi and Michael Benedikt, direc- 



tor of the Center for American Architecture and Design, per- 
formed by faculty and students from the Butler School (Friday, 
Oct. 21, 7:30 & 8:30pm, Bass Concert Hall). 

A couple of days of this and you might get what Goethe 
meant by calling architecture “frozen music.” Or maybe you’ll 
start seeing music as liquid architecture. The symposium has 
made it easy for you to check out. Except for the performanc- 
es of “Low Close Vast,” it’s all free. For more information, 
visit www.soa.utexas.edu/caad/mia-aim. - R.F. 


Let’s Get Lost 

Lost is best. 

Not the wandering-in-the-woods-without-a- 
GPS-and-no-cell-reception kind or the how-do- 
we-get-off-t h e-i s I a n d-watc h-o u t- i t ’s-t h e-S m o ke- 
Monster kind. I mean the lost that 
happens when you’ve been car- 
ried far from your workaday 
world by a piece of art, 
when you suddenly find 
yourself in a place of 
beauty that feels more 
vivid and real than the 
reality you know. 

I confess that I some- 
times find it difficult to 
get that carried away by 
art. Part of that is occupa- 
tional hazard; it’s expected of 
the critic to deliver some take 
on whatever play, concert, or exhi- 
bition he’s consumed, to regurgitate an 
astute analysis of form, function, content, con- 
text, and that requires keeping one’s head, so 
to speak, in the game. When I’m at a show, at 
least part of my brain remains in processing 


mode, so that I’m not only absorbing sensa- 
tions and information but also actively sifting 
through them for layers, patterns, meaning. I’ll 
reflect on these things after the fact as well, 
but my exposure to the work is so brief 
- mere minutes for a painting, 
passing seconds for an actor’s 
line or dancer’s moves - that 
this sort of mental engage- 
ment with art helps it live 
in my memory. 

But even when I’m not on 
the clock, I’ll sometimes 
find my mind still 
anchored to the world 
outside the work. I’ll be 
caught up in thinking about 
what I’m seeing instead of 
simply falling into it - and I 
believe I’m not alone in this. I 
suspect many of us, maybe most, 
find it tough to untether our brains when we 
face a work of art. It may be partly due to 
the way art is taught in school (or, increasing- 
ly, not taught in school), or it may be the 


reflex we’ve developed after a century of 
modernist art that willfully challenges its 
audiences to think, but whatever the case, 
contemporary culture has bred in us the 
notion of art as something we have to get. 
Art, we’re taught, is embedded with hidden 
meanings, and it’s up to us to root them out 
and decode them. If we unlock the puzzle, 
we’re in the club, and who wants to be left 
out of the club? So we strain to figure it out. 

But once in a while, you’ll encounter a 
piece of music or a picture or a play and find 
your grip on all that intellectual effort loosen- 
ing, leaving you adrift in that artwork’s power. 
The other week, it happened to me as the 
choral program From the British Isles 
opened. Chris Oelkers powered up the 
University Presbyterian Church organ to a 
level that made it sound not just like the cho- 
sen instrument of the Almighty but like it was 
willing all of creation into being itself. Then 
the organ dropped out completely as the 
Conspirare Youth Choirs took up lines by 
William Blake: “And did those feet in ancient 
time/Walk upon England’s mountains 
green?” The unaccompanied voices of those 
boys and girls, so high and clear and pure, 


imbued the query with an innocence and 
unstained faith that pierced the heart. And 
as they were joined by the 50-plus voices of 
the Conspirare Symphonic Choir’s adult men, 
adding awesome depth and power, the glory 
of that sound transported me from my pew in 
Texas to the emerald fields and rolling pas- 
tures of England. And there I remained for 
much of the program, in the words of the 
great hymnist Charles Wesley, whose “Love 
Divine, All Loves Excelling” was also sung 
that night, “lost in wonder, love, and praise.” 

It helped that I knew “Jerusalem” (who 
doesn’t now, it being the hymn of choice for 
any Masterpiece Theatre production with a 
scene in a church); that meant I didn’t need 
to gear my brain to follow an unknown melo- 
dy and could relax into the performance. But 
just being familiar with a work isn’t all there 
is to this kind of artistic experience. It’s real- 
ly about letting go - surrendering the need to 
think, to decipher, to get, and just allowing 
the work of art to wash over you, letting its 
currents of color and texture and sound and 
light pull you out of yourself. Disconnect the 
brain a little, and see if art can’t take you 
someplace new. ■

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Unschlocking the Undead 

COLSON WHITEHEAD'S ‘ZONE ONE' 



“Two of them got the old man down and 
then all of them were on him like ants who 
received a chemical telegram about a lolli- 
pop on the sidewalk.” 

That grim scene in the first section of 
Colson Whitehead’s Zone One (which, I 
confess, made me laugh 
out loud) plays out rather 
poetically, as does much 
of the New York City writ- 
er’s fifth novel. He’s got 
quite a knack for describ- 
ing the ballet of the undead in gory, grace- 
ful spurts; interesting given his past books’ 
more classic themes, and convenient given 
the new zombie movement. However, 
Whitehead outruns the mob by making 
Zone One a very personal vision of post- 
something city-dwelling hell. He pulls the 
same satirical thread as Don DeLillo does 
in White Noise, that subtle way of switching 
out masks of terror and humor, as when 


describing a disco ball from a roller rink, 
which Zone One soldiers encounter at 
empty intersections, a tumbleweed in the 
pop culture wasteland. Anxiety seeps out of 
every paragraph. 

“I wasn’t out in the woods, but I was get- 
ting divorced, and I have a child, so there 
was that feel of being overwhelmed and try- 
ing to get to the other side of a catastrophe,” 
Whitehead relates of the writing process. “I 
didn’t show anyone a word of the book 
while I was writing. I was always in the bun- 
ker of Zone One.” 

In his apocalyptic vision, an unnamed 
plague has devastated parts of the U.S., and 
now “skels” shamble through the streets 
and countrysides, looking to chomp on the 
living. It’s up to protagonist Mark Spitz, a 
survivor (part of the “American Phoenix,” 
as they’re called in a patriotic post-9/11 
nod), to put them “down” with his three- 
person Omega Unit, sweeping Manhattan 
buildings, restaurants, and subways for 
shadows. Over the course of the novel, 
Whitehead confirms our fear: Hell is still 
other people. The late-1970s/early-1980s 
horror cult no doubt informed his view. 

“The movies I watched and rewound on 
the Betamax were John Carpenter, Alien, 
The Return of the Living Dead. There’s 
humor in those films, and they were coun- 
terculture folks making their art in an 
anti-authoritarian way, using humor to 
describe social structure or social col- 
lapse.” His mix of wit, nostalgia, and men- 
ace in the “after” life - 
one in which postapoca- 
lyptic stress disorder has 
been diagnosed and sur- 
vivor camps have names 
like Happy Acres - gives 
Zone One its grisly, surreal grace. As Spitz 
relates in Hestonian tones: “The plague 
didn’t let you in on its rules; they weren’t 
printed on the inside of the box. You had to 
learn them one by one.” 

“Most of my skills would be useless in the 
apocalypse,” Whitehead laughs. “I can’t 
make a fire; I don’t know how to hunt small 
game. I would be the one hoarding packets 
of beef jerky.” - Audra Schroeder

A Little Night Magic 

ERIN MORGENSTERN'S ‘THE NIGHT CIRCUS' 



Considering her debut novel’s title - 
The Night Circus - one assumes circuses 
in general are a topic of interest for Erin 
Morgenstern. 

“I don’t actually like the circus,” she 
laughs. “Not in the traditional Barnum 
& Bailey sort of clowns-and-bears sense. 
... My circus isn’t even really a circus. 
It’s performance art and installation art, 
dressed up in striped tents.” 

As hinted, Morgenstern’ s elegant and 
enchanting but darkly dangerous circus is 
so much more than clowns and bears. 
Opening at nightfall and closing before 
dawn, le Cirque des Reves is the staging 
ground for an epic battle of invention 
between two magicians, Celia and Marco. 
They’re the pawns of two elder magicians 
who have trained them to duel to the 
death in a contest that grows more compli- 
cated when Marco and Celia fall in love. 

In The Night Circus (Knopf), Mor- 
genstern creates a supernatural 
universe from scratch, while also re-cre- 
ating a bygone era. 

“It was always set in late Victorian/ 
early Edwardian in my head,” she says. 
“I’ve been a longtime fan of that time

period in books and movies. I think I had 
a pretty good ingrained sense of what 
was appropriate, and then I would kind 
of keep my fingers crossed and look up 
things and be disappointed if they were 
anachronistic. I was very disappointed 
that I could not have cotton candy. 

“But anytime I started to get myself 
too nitpicky about being accurate, I 
would remind myself that it is a book 
about a magic circus, so it’s probably 
okay if I’m not completely accurate. I 
think it’s more a historically flavored 
novel than a proper historical novel.” 

The book has already attracted ardent 
devotees since its publication last month, 
with fans showing up at readings wear- 
ing red scarves in tribute to the signature 
style of the fictional night circus’ fans, 
known as le reveurs. And Summit 
Entertainment, the company that ush- 
ered the Twilight series from book to 
screen, is developing a film adaptation, 
with Harry Potter producer David 
Heyman possibly attached. But 
Morgenstern, in the midst of a whirlwind 
book tour, isn’t troubling herself too 
much with the details: “I’m sure people 
are calling other people’s people and 
there are meetings that are then held and 
rescheduled. I know it’s moving in that 
nicely glacial Hollywood sort of way.”

The Stranger’s Child 

by Alan Hollinghurst 
Knopf, 448 pp., $ 27.95 

It really is a shame, these words we tend to hurl at gorgeously written 
novels. You know - words like “lapidary” and “spellbinding” that reduce 
the dazzling accretion of detail into a pile of blurbage. There really is no 
other way to describe The Stranger's Child , which charts the Byzantine 
alliances and insults that transform a cadre of relatives around a 
cheese plate into a bloodcurdling tableau. In five novellalike sections, 
Hollinghurst relates the fallout of a love triangle between libertine poet 
Cecil Valance and the siblings George and Daphne, which reach beyond 
their family peccadilloes into the present. - Sarah Smith

JUAN WILLIAMS’ ‘MUZZLED’ 

Juan Williams is still mad at National 
Public Radio. 

That’s one lesson from his new book, 
Muzzled: The Assault on Honest Debate 
(Crown Publishers), which leads with 
Williams’ recounting of his 2010 firing by 
NPR after he had acknowledged (to Fox 
News’ Bill O’Reilly) his “fears” of Muslim 
passengers on airplanes. Williams went on 
to say that people should not let reflexive 
fears “color our judgment or lead to the 
violation of another person’s constitutional 
rights.” It was an unremarkable opinion - 
mostly an attempt to counter O’Reilly’s own 
bombast - but the NPR bosses were already 
nervous about other Williams remarks, 
indeed about the presence of an NPR “news 
analyst” on Fox at all, and he was fired (over 
the phone, followed by NPR cheap shots). 
Williams landed on his professional feet - 
Fox gave him a big contract, and this book 
itself is a spinoff from the controversy - but 
it’s clear he’s still steamed. 

“I am a bigot,” opens Chapter One (“I 
Said What I Meant”), reflecting Williams’ 
sense that the firing outra- 
geously painted him as a 
racist and translated his 
emotional frankness into a 
considered judgment, when 
it was exactly the opposite. 

He also argues NPR’s pretense of pure 
objectivity is undeserved; in a brief phone 
interview, he told me that the network ties 
itself into rhetorical knots while adhering 
to “liberal shibboleths” for “forward-look- 
ing liberal people.” By the book’s close, he 
argues for ending NPR’s federal funding, 
best accomplished by the network itself. 
Unless NPR wishes to continue function- 
ing as a “ping-pong ball” between 
Democrats and Republicans, 

Williams said, “All they need 
to do is remove themselves 
from what, by their own 
description, is a 1- or 2-per- 
cent contribution from the 
federal treasury, and they 
can be their own entity and do whatever 
honest and real work they feel is appropri- 
ate for their journalism.” 

The strongest sections of the book 
address NPR or Williams’ firing, but most 



concern what he sees as the “politically 
correct” polarization of American debate 
and politics. “The firing from NPR is just 
. . . the hook for this very important discus- 
sion that is 90 percent of 
the book,” he said, “... 
about how difficult it is to 
have an honest debate in 
this society today, and the 
roots of this political cor- 
rectness, and how it’s used by the both the 
left and the right, and how we find our- 
selves as Americans having even our 
debates and discussions governed by the 
politically correct extremes.” 

The bulk of Muzzled is rather breathless: 
a roughly chronological potted history of 
the last decade’s major issues, from terror- 
ism to health care to entitlements, deliver- 
ing swatches of “conservative” opinion jux- 
taposed by similar chunks of 
“liberal” opinion and pur- 
porting to demonstrate that 
the GOP pot and the 
Democratic kettle are mutu- 
ally at fault for our current 
political gridlock. Whether 
you find that portrait persuasive may well 
depend on your own favorite utensil - or 
instead, if you believe that there’s an entire 
universe of public input banned from the 
kitchen altogether. - Michael King

In His Words 

ROLANDO HINOJOSA-SMITH’S ‘A VOICE OF MY OWN’ 


Rolando Hinojosa-Smith, poet, professor, 
and chronicler of the fictional Rio Grande 
town of Klail City, came from a family that 
took reading for granted. “No 
one from home urged me to 
read. I read because my par- 
ents and my four brothers 
and sisters read. And I con- 
fess they all did; without 
knowing it, I was following 
Faulkner’s dictum: ‘Read. 

Read. Read. Read everything 
- good and bad, trash, the 
classics,’ et cetera.” 

His earliest story, written 
for a contest sponsored by 
the Mercedes high school he 
attended, focused on the 
Mexican Revolution of 1910. 

“It involved two campesinos returning from 
work and they try to evade the levy. Both die, 
and one falls in an irrigation ditch, and his 
blood spreads all over Mexico.” 

In the ensuing decades, Hinojosa-Smith 
experimented with genre, going from frag- 
mented social novel to comedic gumshoe 
to personal essays, including the forthcom- 
ing A Voice of My Own: Essays and Stories 
(Arte Publico). Of this hopscotching, he 
says, “Thoughts come from ideas and 
remembrances and memory. I felt I could 
write about anything I wanted to.” As for 
those ideas that would inform his always 
emerging oeuvre, Hinojosa-Smith says: 
“Much was gathered from listening to the 


old men and women tell stories, some of 
which covered the Mexican Revolution, 
but also all manner of stories. I imagine I 
was allowed to listen because 
I never interrupted.” 

Hinojosa-Smith concedes 
that his books are heady and 
read mostly by university 
professors and their students. 
“And I gear it to that audi- 
ence; my writing isn’t an easy 
read, and I don’t intend to 
bore anyone.” Recently, at a 
reading at Texas Tech, he met 
a professor from Purdue who 
had read his work. “Happy? 
Of course, but surprised, too. 
A remarkably well-read 
scholar, by the way. I very 
much doubt that the ordinary reader would 
or could put up with my stuff. I don’t blame 
them, but it’s different in the universities 
where close reading is usually the case.” 

As for what he would have done with his 
life if he hadn’t been a writer, Hinojosa has 
“no idea.” 

“I haven’t given it a thought.”

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Giving Up the Ghost 

DONNA JOHNSON'S ‘HOLY GHOST GIRL’ 


If you were a kid who squirmed all through church in 
anticipation of afterward peeling off your scratchy Sunday 
clothes and tucking into a slice of pie, Donna Johnson’s 
memoir Holy Ghost Girl (Gotham Books) might spook you 
something fierce. Johnson spent her early years constantly 
traveling with David Terrell, 
who, with his followers, held 
hundreds of tent revivals 
throughout the sawdust 
trail, a circuit trod by Oral 
Roberts and other holy rollers in the Forties. Johnson’s 
mother felt the call and joined up as the revival’s organist, 
uprooting her children from the secular world and landing 
them in an atmosphere where miracles and faith healing 
mixed with all-night drives and dusty tent-raisings, a car- 
nie lifestyle shot through with the spirit. 

This is the kind of backstory a novelist would kill for, 
but Johnson doesn’t have to leave the realm of memoir to 


reveal a page-turning narrative: She grew up calling 
Terrell “daddy,” not only because he acted as a father 
figure for the gaggle of Terrellite kids, but also because 
he conducted a lengthy extramarital affair with 
Johnson’s mother. She writes: “My mother’s story is, 
she decided Brother Terrell should stay with his family 
for the sake of his ministry. There was no such thing as 
a divorced holiness preacher.” 

In spite of how Terrell’s relationship with her mother 
led her to criticize him and question her faith, miracles 
abound in Holy Ghost Girl. Hearing is restored, infir- 
mity cured, the blind made to see. Long after leaving 
the church, Johnson returns when a mysterious ail- 
ment strikes her at 25, and she’s cured, too, in spite of 
her nonbelief. Instead of revisiting the experience to 
rebuke the possibility of miracles, Johnson says of writ- 
ing the book, “It solidified my thinking that something 
large and mysterious is going on.” She may have given 
up blind faith, but Johnson can’t shake off the heady 
experience of becoming part of a massive collective 
will: “[Terrell] becomes a sort of shamanic figure, if you 
will. His followers would just die to hear me describe 
him this way, but those figures exist throughout history. 
I think we need them in some way.” Now that she con- 
siders herself “a doubt-ridden Episcopalian with 
Buddhist tendencies,” Johnson is more likely to find 
other conduits to the beyond in writing or meditation, 
but it’s clear that she still 
finds value in the polariz- 
ing substance of faith. 

“William James said 
something like ‘the greatest 
distance that exists in nature is the distance between 
two minds,’ and when we were under that tent together, 
that distance was closed. Some people actually say they 
experience that at sporting events - I never have! It’s 
that coming together of so many minds for one single 
purpose. ... It changes you.” - Sarah Smith

One thing you should not do before going 
to see Spring Awakening at Zach Theatre is 
read a detailed plot summary to brush up on 
your Frank Wedekind (the author of the origi- 
nal 1891 play). As told via a point-by-point 
plot rundown, the story comes off dismal and 
depressing. The magic of this contemporary 
musical adaptation (book and lyrics by Steven 
Sater, music by Duncan Sheik) is to follow 
such a story and deliver the audience at a 
place of life-affirming understanding. 

The story begins with the teenage Wendla 
(Sara Burke) asking her mother (Melissa 
Grogan) where babies come from. This is 
the Victorian Era, and her mother is too 
embarrassed to tell her daughter anything 
useful. This scene is followed by one at the 
schoolhouse, where the schoolmaster (Jason 
Phelps) whips his pupils for the slightest fail- 
ure of memory. This pattern of adult behavior 
sets the pattern for the play: shame and 
anger, shame and anger. In this complicated 
environment, the teenage characters explore 
their emerging intellect and sexuality, fighting 
the repression of their elders to accept them- 
selves and their bodies. It’s a sexually explicit 
but tasteful play; more difficult than the 
scenes of intimacy are the scenes of tragedy. 
Not every young person can fight his or her 
way through the minefield of adolescence. 

Even if today’s representation of sexuality 
is more open, the frustrations and heart- 
breaks suffered by Spring Awakening's teen- 
age characters are universal. So is the full- 
throated rock music that erupts from these

Victorian youths as they struggle against a 
restrictive social structure that gives them no 
tools to understand and navigate the messi- 
ness of life. The joy of the show, and the one 
that sends its audience out with a greater 
acceptance of themselves, even, is to see 
the surviving teenage characters emerge from 
the wreck of their youth determined to hold 
on to the beautiful things they have discov- 
ered in spite of their elders. 

The final scene mars the effect just slight- 
ly. Seeing that a modern family can correct 
some of the wrongs of this earlier generation 
offers a nice resolution, but at the same 
time, it seems to suggest that the travails 
of the teenage years have been solved. If 
that’s the case, then where is the victory of 
triumph? Besides, any tour of a junior high 
school will tell you that young people still 
have it rough, in their own way. 

The casting in Zach’s production, directed 
by Michael Baron with musical direction by 
Allen Robertson, is good, especially consid- 
ering that a number of the performers are 
still teenagers themselves. To the credit of 
the younger cast members, it isn’t immedi- 
ately apparent which actors have years of 
experience and which are still in high school. 
The show makes good use of its minimalist 
set (by Michael Raiford). The choreography 
(Andrea Beckham) mimics the foot-stomping 
rock & roll moves used in the Broadway pro- 
duction. It wisely avoids falling into the trap 
of trying to unify its dancers too much; char- 
acters yearning to express their individuality 
need the freedom of variety. 

In the end, the Victorian/rock combo is the 
draw, but the reward is in the story. It’s not 
just youth triumphant, either: It’s the victory of 
love and courage over fear. - Elizabeth Cobbe

The magic emanating from the Vortex 
Repertory Company’s latest spectacle 
practically makes the entire block pulsate. 
Yes, the outlandish fantasies of Austin’s 
prolific and weird playwright/composer/ 
costume designer Chad Salvata have been 
incarnated once again in the world pre- 
miere of Sarah Silver Hands. 

As a virgin yet untainted by Salvata’s 
work, I had no idea what to expect from 
this “dark faery tale.” I thus found myself 
wondering “What the hell?” from the 
moment I walked into the theatre, at 
first in awe of scenic designer Ann Marie 
Gordon’s visually dominating Cornucopia 
Tree laden with sparkly gold- and red- 
leafed boughs, behind which several mys- 
terious autumn sprites lurked. The perfor- 
mance began in a dumbfounding surge of 
color, light, and sound, with eyebrow-rais- 
ingly rich costumes courtesy of Salvata 
and Talena Martinez, ostentatious masks 
by Melissa Vogt-Patterson, the fantastic 
lighting design we’ve all come to expect of 
Jason Amato, and an eerie, echoing sound 
design by Sergio R. Samayoa. Sarah Silver 
Hands overloaded my senses before the 
actors even opened their mouths. 

Unfortunately, my confusion intensified 
as this complicated tale of seasonal war- 
fare progressed. Perhaps I should have 
done more than skim the lengthy plot syn- 
opsis in the program, but I had trouble fol- 
lowing the story, much less sympathizing 
with its characters. Salvata lands us in the 
Autumn Kingdom, where tween Princess 
Sarah (Christine Kelly Achico) must save 
her daddy, King Bushkin (Rudy Ramirez), 
by collecting four angel keys from animal 
guardians in order to conjure and eventu- 
ally destroy the Autumn Angel, all at the 
behest of evil Winter Kingdom owl-witch 
Spyril (Vortex regular Betsy McCann). Oh, 



and Spyril’s agile hench-owls chop off 
Sarah’s hands and replace them with sil- 
ver angel hands that give the 13-year-old 
magical music-making and guardian-calling 
powers and make her immortal, to boot. 

Are you getting this? Alas, I never did. 

This is just the tip of the plot iceberg 
that ultimately sinks the opera. And the 
fact that Sarah Silver Hands is an opera 
rather than a musical with dialogue poses 
another problem. Though score-writing is 
old hat for Salvata, who has won awards 
for his operatic work, this one misses the 
mark. A constant deluge of unmelodic 
electro-rock songs with strange tonal 
centers and frequently trite lyrics fail to 
establish a solid story. Though Sarah Silver 
Hands left me utterly bewildered, it cer- 
tainly wasn’t for lack of trying. Like most 
Vortex shows, the design is stunning. 

And Bonnie Cullum’s steady directorial 
hand guides the talented ensemble to a 
remarkable level of commitment. For me, 
the magic of Sarah Silver Hands is in the 
execution, and that alone. - Jillian Owens

Shawn Camp’s solo show at Gallery Shoal 
Creek is called “The Sum of All Parts,” and 
you’d be well compensated if you journeyed 
from all parts to see some of these works. 
What did we say last year, reviewing Camp’s 
work as part of the Telos exhibition at the 
Butridge Gallery? “[Ijmmense oil paintings, 
abstracts with a thickness of colors like high 
aerial photography of barren earth ... riddled 
with meandering ribbons of metallic paint like 
braids of glass, like glades of brass.” 

Yes, like aerial photography, we said; but 
of a barren earth rendered with a depth and 
density that also brings to mind what we know 
of the atmosphere of Jupiter. Mostly what we 
know of that is the color palette, of course, 


and you’ll see such colors - stunning reds, 
algal shades of green, whites and grays mixed 
like some matte mother-of-pearl in a depres- 
sive phase - gone approximately two-dimen- 
sional and gracing the tony walls of Shoal 
Creek. Only approximately two-dimensional, 
yes, because Camp’s technique here (and 
his usual technique) is what the scholars call 
impasto: thick smears of paint, of pigment, 
applied with a palette knife or maybe God’s 
Own Trowel, covering canvas the way the eerier 
bits of Yellowstone cover the part of tectonic 
plate on which that national park resides. 

But, then, are the artist’s works more redo- 
lent of this planet’s geology or of Jupiter’s 
thick gasses or of, maybe, what? The shifting 
sands of Barsoom? The dromozoan-swarmed 
landscapes of Shayol? Listen: They’re “The 
Sum of All Parts,” abstract and beautiful, and 
you don’t need anything but terrestrial trans- 
portation to reach them.

I saw my sur- 
geon, dressed as Frankenstein’s mon- 
ster. He grinned as he breezed by 
carrying a bale of hay, too busy 
to deal with my medical 
needs. When the staff did 
notice me, it was as if I 
were a prisoner of war.

ing man who proselytizes for 
organic farming. As of the 
year 2000, he converted all 
of his family’s vineyards so 
they could produce wines cer- 
tified as fully organic. He also 
believes that the grapes 
deserve the gentle treatment 
of handpicking, not the pull- 
ing and vibrating that come 
with mechanical harvesting. 

The rest of the family believes 
Stucchi made the right deci- 
sion. Though the organic wines 
cost more to produce, organic 
growing assures the land is 
protected for future genera- 
tions. Plus, the public loves 
the product enough that the 
Stucchi family found itself in 
the pleasant position of cus- 
tomers’ demand outstripping 
the vineyard’s supply. 

So the family started 
another brand, simply called 
Coltibuono, to make wines 
from grapes bought from 
other growers in Tuscany. The 
Stucchi family has been 
involved in the Italian wine 
business for six generations, 
so they had a pretty good 
idea of where they could find 
neighbors who grew high-qual- 
ity grapes. The result is one 


of Italy’s great bargains, 
Coltibuono’s Cetamura 
Chianti ($12), a wine made 
for early consumption and just 
crying out for a slice of good 
pizza or almost anything that 
comes with a tart tomato 
sauce. Like any young 
Sangiovese, the Cetamura 
has brilliant acidity. Unlike 
most, the Stucchi family 
sticks with a traditional recipe 
of mostly Sangiovese, but with 
a nice amount of Canaiolo 
grapes to soften the wine and 
make it a bit fruitier. 

For those lucky enough to 
travel to Tuscany, the family’s 
estate also produces one of 
Italy’s best organic olive oils, 
and they even have a Michelin- 
recommended restaurant. In 
fact, Roberto’s mother, 

Lorenza de’Medici, created a 
cooking school at Badia a 
Coltibuono, and it was there 
that she pro- 
duced more than 
a dozen bestsell- 
ing cookbooks, 
all the while hold- 
ing court at the 
family restaurant. 
Even if you can’t 
visit, the generos- 
ity of Cetamura 
will serve as 
an excellent 
calling card.

Book Festival Eats 

If you’ve ever attended the Texas Book Festival, you know that 
you can work up quite an appetite as you walk from event to event, 
and there are so many interesting authors to see and demonstra- 
tions to watch that it’s difficult not to spend a significant amount of 
time on the Capitol grounds. Fortunately, the festival arranges for 
mobile food vendors to set up near the south gate facing Congress 
Avenue. Festival organizers have been increasingly engaging popu- 
lar local businesses and food trailers, and the quality of the avail- 
able food has become entirely respectable. 

Ruby’s B-B-Q is always a culinary delight, and this year it’ll 
serve sausage wraps, chopped-beef sandwiches, pulled-pork sand- 
wiches, and vinaigrette coleslaw. Last year, the pulled-pork sand- 
wiches sold out before I could get one, so get to this tent early! 

Dog Almighty also provides consistently high-quality fare, and this 
year it’ll offer regular hot dogs, chili-cheese dogs, and Frito pie, as 
well as vegetarian Smart Dogs (with or without vegetarian chili) and 
vegetarian Frito pie. O’s Campus Cafe will make Gruyere and cara- 
melized onion grilled cheese sandwiches and homemade tomato 
soup, both of which are excellent. A newcomer on the scene this 
year will be Crepe Crazy, which makes a variety of sweet and 
savory crepes. Both the chicken-pesto and the chicken-and-mush- 
room crepes come highly recommended. If you’d like to go the tradi- 
tional route, Corn Dog Man will be in attendance with his sublime 
hand-dipped corndogs, which are always extremely popular. Zhi Tea 
will serve its fabulous Fredericksburg peach iced tea and hibiscus- 
mint iced tea, and Hey Cupcake! will be on hand with all its cup- 
cake flavors, including this year’s first appearance of the 
Pumpkinator. Usual suspects Hill Country Kettle Korn, Snowie 
Shaved Ice, Amy’s Ice Creams, and Caffe Medici will also be in 
attendance selling their well-known specialties. - Kate Thornberry

2011 Texas Book Festival cookbook reviews 

Finding cookbooks by Texas authors at the Texas Book Festival can be a feast or famine 
situation. For example, Texas titles were in short supply in the cooking tent last year. 
However, visitors to the 2011 cooking tent and other fest venues will experience a veritable 
banquet of Texas cookbooks, plus plenty of tasty titles from around the country. 

Texas chefs, caterers, food journalists, and bloggers will discuss their books with hungry 
readers. They’ll be joined by authors from around the country - Virginia Willis, Martha 
Hall Foose, and Hugh Acheson from the American South; Gesine Bullock-Prado from 
Vermont; cable TV’s Beekman boys from New York; The Splendid Table’s Lynne Rossetto 
Kasper from Minnesota; and national cooking luminaries Paula Deen and Alton Brown 
from the Food Network. 

Festival organizers have put together a stellar lineup of cookbooks that have come out 
over the past year. In fact, some of the featured books have already been reviewed in these 
pages. (See “The Recipes Behind the Restaurants,” May 20, and “A Knead to Read,” May 
27.) Contributing writers Mick Vann, Claudia Alarcon, Kate Thornberry, Barbara Chisholm, 
Rachel Feit, Melanie Haupt, Monica Riese, and I have all chosen a tempting title to recom- 
mend to festivalgoers.

A Mess of Greens: Southern 
Gender & Southern Food 

by Elizabeth S.D. Engelhardt 
University of Georgia Press, 265 pp.,

For most people 
the term “Southern 
food ways” evokes 
Sunday dinner 
tables piled high 
with fried chicken, 
flaky biscuits, but- 
tered corn, and 
bacony greens. 

Southern food is 
hearty, homey, and 
fiercely allied with 
tradition. Yet few 
of us consider the 
dynamic stimuli that molded those traditions. 

In A Mess of Greens: Southern Gender & 
Southern Food, University of Texas histo- 
rian Elizabeth S.D. Engelhardt moves away 
from the static, nostalgic representation 
of Southern foods by offering a scholarly 
perspective - one that considers the social 
forces that influenced the evolution of the 
Southern table. Mining long-buried episodes 
of Americana, she explores five historical 
moments that illustrate how gender roles, 
changing attitudes about race and class, and 
new socioeconomic forces shaped the food- 
stuffs and recipes we have come to associate 
with the South. 

She starts with moonshine: not with reci- 
pes, but with how the narrative representa- 
tion of moonshine at the beginning of the 
20th century highlights a collective national 
anxiety over the increasing sexual, financial, 
and personal liberation of women. From 
there, Engelhardt explores the social divide 
between biscuits and cornbread. Cornbread 
was at one time the target of a spirited 
reform campaign aimed at modernizing 
Southern households. For social reformers, 
mealtime cornbread represented coarseness, 
whereas beaten biscuits signified modernity 
and refinement. Tomato canning clubs of the 
1910s form the backdrop for Engelhardt’s 


third historical moment and constitute yet 
another social reform campaign that aimed to 
empower young girls and promote self-suffi- 
ciency. The fourth moment tackles the darker 
side of female labor and the South’s tangled 
relationship with food. Delving into the prolif- 
eration of pellagra (a disease of malnutrition) 
among Southern households, particularly 
for poor farm and factory workers, the book 
looks at how the lack of food also influenced 
food culture. Cookbooks and curb markets 
are the subject of Engelhardt’s final episode. 
Both served as casual forums for women to 
express social aspirations and political views 
and exchange ideas, as well as transmit culi- 
nary knowledge. 

The title is an apt metaphor for 
Engelhardt’s subject matter. As Engelhardt 
demonstrates, the roots of Southern food- 
ways are a tangled mess of traditions.

Big Ranch, Big City: Recipes

cookbook, but it’s 
more than just 100 
fantastic recipes and 
brilliant, artistic food 
shots; it is a chronicle 
of Lambert’s West 
Texas ranch roots and 
the various profes- 
sional and home kitch- 
ens that deliciously shaped his refined but 
rustic cooking. Lambert grew up in Odessa, 
and he came from a family of seven genera- 
tions of West Texas cattle ranchers on one 
side, and Acadian shrimpers and rice farmers 
on the other. His culinary experiences formed 
a patchwork quilt of Texas cuisines. Throw in 
a formal education at the Culinary Institute 
of America, stints at top restaurants on both 
coasts, a mentorship with Grady Spears at 
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The Homesick 
Texan Cookbook

Hyperion , 357 pp., $29.99 

Many cookbooks have tried to capture 
the cuisine of this immense and idiosyn- 
cratic state that we call home. Somehow, 
no one book has ever managed to truly 
define the ineffable characteristics that 
make certain dishes Texan - until now. 

The Homesick Texan Cookbook success- 
fully codifies the myriad foodways of the 
Lone Star State. 

When seventh-generation Texan Lisa 
Fain accepted a position in New York City, 
she didn’t realize exactly what she was 
leaving behind, culinarily speaking. In a 
way, Texas cuisine became sharply defined 


for her as the very dishes and flavors 
that she had to fly back home to Texas to 
get. Because of this, she was able to see 
Texas and its particular cuisine in sharper 
focus than previous writers. She didn’t 
have the option to stop by a favorite res- 
taurant for carnitas or chicken-fried steak 
or all-meat chili or fried okra or green 
salsa or barbecued brisket or any of the 
hundred and one dishes that we Texans 
take for granted. The only way she could 
enjoy the dishes she found herself craving 
was to actually learn to make them herself 
at home. (Even tortillas!) 

Because of this real-world constraint, 
her recipes are worked and reworked to 
be surefire and reliable, to be consistent, 
and to taste right. The cornbread recipe 
is perfect (“[T]he one thing a Texan will 
never, ever put into their corn bread is 
sugar. Corn bread is for dinner, not des- 
sert.”), turning out a crusty, skillet-shaped 
slab of aromatic goodness. The recipe for 
calabacitas likewise resulted in an authen- 
tic dish of pork and summer squash that 
tasted like it was fresh from a taco trailer 
- a really great taco trailer. Fain’s atten- 
tion to detail and exhaustive research 
cannot be exaggerated. There are many 
“Texas” cookbooks published, but none 
that I have had such excellent results 
with. I predict this cookbook will become 
the text de rigueur for authentic Texas 
cuisine. It is that good. Every Texan should 
buy a copy because life is unpredictable; 
you never know when you might be the 
one stranded far from Texas!

Reata, then mix in a desire to use the best 
local ingredients and cook from scratch, and 
you end up with a string of popular restau- 
rants and a reputation as a master of authen- 
tic Texas cuisine. 

Each carefully crafted recipe begins with 
an insightful headnote, while numerous side- 
bars throughout reveal tricks of the kitchen 
and facts about the foods. Whether you 
want down-home dishes or more sophisti- 
cated takes on Texas classics, Lambert’s 
self-described “elevated ranch cuisine” has 
something for everyone. A perfect feast 
constructed from Lambert’s collection would 
include fried green tomatoes with crab remou- 
lade, green chile posole with shrimp and red- 
fish, bock-braised short ribs with mushrooms, 
beer-battered quail with jalapeho-peach glaze, 
achiote-seared chickpeas with goat cheese, 
ricotta-spinach gratin, and gingered pear fried 
pies. You could be just as comfortable eating 
this sumptuous spread in a cocktail dress or 
a fancy suit, or dusty and sweaty from digging 
postholes in hardpan caliche. This is the kind 
of approachable, delectable food that is born 
from creative thinking, careful application of 
talent and skill, and diverse culinary experi- 
ence and legacy. - Mick Vann

I’ve admired 
Virginia Willis and 
followed her career 
since meeting her 
at the Greenbrier 
Symposium for 
Professional Food 
Writers in 1995. 

The Georgia native 

is a proud descendant of great Southern 
home cooks who learned her Southern food 
repertoire at her grandmother’s right hand 
and acquired her solid foundation in French 
technique studying at L’Academie de Cuisine 
in Bethesda, Md., and Ecole de Cuisine La 
Varenne in Burgundy, France. Willis has spent 
most of her professional career as a televi- 
sion producer, working with such culinary 
luminaries as Nathalie Dupree, Anne Willan, 
Bobby Flay, Shirley Corriher, and Martha 
Stewart. They all sing her praises, and justifi- 
ably so - her first book, Bon Appetit , Y'all, was 
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an award winner; the watermelon ball salad 
with vodka and cassis alone was worth the 
price of that book. Willis’ newest work, Basic 
to Brilliant , Y’all, presents classic, authentic 
Southern recipes with additional “brilliant” 
recipe modifications and presentation tech- 
niques that can be used to dress them up for 
company. The results are very appealing. 

For example, a rustic sweet-potato grits 
dish becomes a delicate, souffle-like spoon 
bread with the addition of egg yolks and 
beaten egg whites, while four rounds cut from 
a skillet of Parmesan potatoes become pith- 
iviers savoyarde when wrapped and baked in 
puff pastry. Using a brilliant technique, simple 
curried chicken wings are transformed into 
sophisticated, Jacques Pepin-inspired chicken 
lollipops. Tarragon egg salad becomes a com- 
ponent of a brilliant egg salad and smoked 
salmon canape, and the addition to fried 
benne shrimp is a delicious celery slaw. Soul- 
satisfying okra cornmeal cakes get a brilliant 
presentation when sandwiched with creamy 
goat cheese or seasoned ricotta, while clas- 
sic Charleston she-crab soup sports a sophis- 
ticated Sherry gelee rather than the regular 
soupqon of Sherry. Willis obviously reveres 
her Southern culinary heritage, and she deftly 
uses classic French techniques to enhance 
it. She’s just a brilliant cook, y’all.

The Kitchen Counter 
Cooking School: How a Few 
Simple Lessons Transformed 
Nine Culinary Novices Into 
Fearless Home Cooks

People cite 
dozens of reasons 
for why they don’t 
cook: cost, time, 
picky eaters, 
feelings of inad- 
equacy, being over- 
whelmed, or often 
some combination 
of those. In The 
Kitchen Counter 
Cooking School, Le 
Cordon Bleu graduate Kathleen Flinn found 
nine women with such excuses and brought 
them together in the What Not To Wear of the 
kitchen set. 

There’s a lot to be said for Flinn’s broad 
approach. She cites statistics on obesity, 
gives history lessons about the origins of 
cake mix, includes relevant recipes at the 
end of each chapter, introduces an impres- 
sive supporting cast of chefs, and keeps it 
personal with anecdotes from her life. Helpful 
resources are appended, including quick-ref- 
erence flavor profiles and recommended read- 
ing. Juggling all this, Flinn combats the notion 
of cooking as a spectator sport and encour- 
ages her volunteers and readers alike to dive 
into their pantries and projects with abandon. 
At times it seems as if this book could use 
half a dozen other volumes to cover all the 


topics she tries to touch on, but her light, 
conversational tone makes every part flow 
quickly and easily, and the dialogue within the 
lessons makes the instructions accessible 
and clear - ideal for the easily intimidated. 

After the project, her volunteers imple- 
mented changes in their home kitchens to 
wildly varying degrees, but Flinn emphasizes 
that anything is a triumph. If people become 
more confident and willing to ask questions 
- whether it’s of the butcher’s sources or of 
the nutritional value of a snack - we’re collec- 
tively making progress. As the author’s note 
states: “As long as an approach yields good, 
nourishing food, it isn’t wrong.” We can all 
raise a glass to that. - Monica Riese

Readers familiar 
with the popular 
radio show The 
Splendid Table will 
relish the publica- 
tion of this second 
book by creators 
Lynne Rossetto Kasper and Sally Swift, which 
focuses on cooking for the weekends when 
we generally have more time to prepare slow, 
elaborate meals. The book starts off with five 
ethnic cuisine menus comprised of recipes 
from the book, describing basic ingredients 
from each cuisine (Mexican, Vietnamese, 
Italian, Indian, and Chinese), tips for finding 
little-known ingredients, and how to shop 
at ethnic markets. Three subsequent timely 
menus are holiday-inspired, including a vegan 
Thanksgiving menu. The recipes that follow 
are arranged in familiar sections: starters 
and snacks, soups and salads, pasta and 
grains, casseroles, main dishes, and sweets. 
The main dishes range from vegetarian and 
vegan to fish, fowl, and red meat. In general, 
the dishes are meant for slow cooking rather 
than quick-fix meals; some recipes require 
various components, such as a rich stock 
from scratch, homemade ricotta, a specific 
sauce, or a 20-ingredient ragout. But that is 
precisely the point of the book: It is meant to 
entice you to take pleasure in your time in the 
kitchen and try something new. Every recipe 
includes a preparation tip or a suggestion for 
turning the leftovers into a new dish that can 
become a weeknight dinner in no time. 

The book is peppered with bits of kitchen 
wisdom, tips for the cook, food facts, anec- 
dotes, and the witty humor that longtime 
listeners have come to associate with The 
Splendid Table. It also includes suggested 
reading and essential cookbooks for “build- 
ing the library.” The ubiquitous quotes spread 
throughout the book, from Popeye to Carl

OK, so you’re visiting Austin and staying 
in a hotel Downtown. You crave something 
Asian - maybe Thai, maybe Vietnamese - 
and don’t want to spend a lot of money. 
Where do you go? Despite the nearly viral 
epidemic of new restaurants in Downtown 
Austin, there are very few good options for 
affordable Asian cuisine, overpriced sushi 
and chains excepted. For this reason, Mai 
Thai is a welcome new face in the Downtown 



dining scene. Close to offices, the conven- 
tion center, hotels, and Sixth Street, no 
doubt Mai Thai benefits from pedestrian 
lunchtime business as well as tourist and 
entertainment traffic. 

Mai Thai is the partnership of two sea- 
soned restaurateurs - Opart Udomsatapol, 
owner of Ka-Prow in North Austin, and 
Supreedee Chantasu, formerly of Thamnak 
Thai in Cedar Park. Chantasu generally 
handles the kitchen management, while 
Udomsatapol oversees other aspects of the 
business. Recipes have been collected from 
both their families. 

Mai Thai’s recipes may be authentic, but 
whoever is actually executing them in the 
kitchen may not be tasting them first. Two 
separate lunch visits produced a mixed 
impression. The green curry ($8), for 
instance, looked splendid on our table, 
laden with thin slices of beef, bamboo 
shoots, and beautiful, tiny Thai eggplant 
quarters. The beef was chewy, though - it 
clearly had not been stewed long enough 
- and the eggplant was completely raw. A 
flat rice noodle dish with peppers, chili 
sauce, and onions, Pad Kee Mao ($8), 
seemed too greasy, though it had nice fla- 
vor. And the spring rolls ($4), stuffed only 
with meager slices of shrimp, iceberg let- 
tuce, and unflavored rice noodles, were 
some of the most tasteless I’ve ever eaten. 
(I have had some pretty tasteless Thai 
food, in Thailand no less, but that was on a 
remote island where the only fresh foods 
available were shrimp, onions, cabbages, 
and tomatoes, and we had them at every 
meal for a week. There’s no excuse for 
tasteless spring rolls when we have such a 
superabundance of ingredients available 
in this country.) 

On the other hand, the thick Panang 
curry ($8) was exceptionally good, with a 


flavor that seemed slightly burnished, 
almost tangy. The beef we ordered in it was 
not at all chewy but tender and slow-sim- 
mered. Tom Yum soup ($4 a bowl, $9 a pot), 
a sweet-and-sour broth flavored with toma- 
toes, mushrooms, lime, and cilantro, was 
nicely balanced, though I would have pre- 
ferred stronger lime and lemongrass fla- 
vors. Pad thai ($8), noodles fried with 
chopped peanuts, eggs, and bean sprouts, 
was also well executed. Tamarind or some 
other flavoring gave the dish a subtle sweet- 
ness that was quite pleasing. 

The menu expands at dinner time to 
include a greater variety of appetizers and 
specials. We were impressed by the Num 
Tok ($10), a cold dish of thinly sliced beef, 
tossed with red onion, fish sauce, mint, 


lime leaves, cilantro, and ground toasted 
rice. However, the menu promised a cab- 
bage salad on the side, and we were served 
old iceberg lettuce instead. A robust assort- 
ment of fish options is an aspect of the 
menu we found encouraging. Whole snap- 
per in chili sauce ($15) and Andaman 
seafood stew ($15), tossed with basil, chili, 
and onions, are among the house specials. 
We tried salmon in a red curry sauce 
inflected with thin lime leaf slivers ($15). 
The sauce was good, but the salmon was 
definitely overcooked. 

With its tempting menu, Mai Thai defi- 
nitely has some promising moments, but 
for the time being, I think I’ll leave it to 
the tourists.

Stirring It Up With Molly Ivins: 

A Memoir With Recipes 

by Ellen Sweets

As an avid and 
loyal reader of 
Molly Ivins’ work, 

I sought her col- 
umn out when I 
opened the morn- 
ing paper. There 
are some columns 
I remember dis- 
tinctly for their 
pointed political 
commentary, laser-sharp observation, or wry 
take on some politico’s buffoonery. And there 
are others I remember for their personal 
nature: the column where she disclosed the 
diagnosis of her breast cancer and urged 
readers to get mammograms, and the piece 
where she talked about her love of cooking 
and revealed that she was at that time cook- 
ing a lot from Simply French by Patricia Wells 
and Joel Robuchon. I took a ridiculous degree 
of glee from this column because I too had 
just procured this book and was cooking a lot 
from it, as well. I loved this personal glimpse 
into the private world of this public figure, 
and I flattered myself that it confirmed my 
suspicion: Ivins and I were so much alike! I 
knew we lived in the same neighborhood, and 
I imagined that she and I were happily putter- 
ing around our respective kitchens dicing and 
sauteing and preparing the same gougeres, 
pommes des vendangeurs, or roast chicken. 

I fantasized about the two of us teaming up 
to prepare a feast for a group of funny and 
smart and sparkling mutual friends. 

Award-winning journalist and food writer 
Ellen Sweets lived my cooking-buddy fan- 
tasy, and in her memoir with recipes, Stirring 
It Up With Molly Ivins, Sweets laces her 
reminiscences about her fast and firm friend- 
ship with Ivins through recipes of dishes 
that punctuated their culinary adventures. 
Befitting Ivins’ makeup of equal parts sophis- 
ticated Francophile and randy good ol’ Texas 
gal, the recipes run the gamut from salmon 
en papillote to chunky Texas chili. All the reci- 
pes spring from the big-hearted gatherings 
that led to their execution in the first place: 
boisterous affairs crowded with like-minded 
progressives who were the lucky recipients of 
Ivins’ and Sweets’ generosity and consider- 
able kitchen skills. Sweets recounts these 
get-togethers with the detail and affection 
that conjures their magic. 

Sweets looks back on her friendship with 
Ivins with a determined optimistic air, but 


I found the book achingly heartbreaking at 
times. Despite Ivins’ unparalleled joie de vivre 
or maybe because of it, the loss of this sin- 
gular soul really hit home as I read of legend- 
ary roundups at the bounteous and delicious 
table of Ivins and her friend. The humanizing 
reminiscences of their many meals together 
made me acutely aware that we shall not look 
upon her like again. - Barbara Chisholm

The Casserole Queens 
Cookbook: Put Some Lovin' 
in Your Oven With 100 
Easy One-Dish Recipes

Crystal Cook and 
Sandy Pollock began 
Casserole Queens 
in 2006, delivering 
homemade cas- 
seroles to comfort- 
food-loving families 
in the Austin area. As the saying goes, you’ve 
gotta have a gimmick; Cook and Pollack’s 
is delivering those casseroles clad in Fifties 
housewife-style dresses, aprons, and high 
heels. Such semitroubling postwar nostalgia 
permeates the pair’s new eponymous cook- 
book, which features 100 casseroles promis- 
ing to “put some lovin’ in your oven.” 

The recipes vary from predictable (their sig- 
nature pot pie) to tantalizing (crunchy peanut 
butter chocolate bars) to downright outrageous 
(a side dish featuring pineapple chunks, Ched- 
dar cheese, and Ritz crackers). The chicken 
pot pie is truly delicious, the filling seasoned 
perfectly with just the right proportion of tar- 
ragon to chicken and vegetables, although 
the puff pastry topper acted as a bit of a wet 
blanket. While those who are cottage-cheese 
averse may be dubious about the broccoli 
cornbread, it is a deliciously moist and tender 
side that wants only for a bit of crushed red 
pepper or diced jalapehos for some kick (this 
is Texas, after all). The gooey apple-butter 
cake made my house smell like fall, with 
its buttery base of yellow cake topped by a 
layer of cinnamon, cream cheese, and apple. 
Waistlines beware, though: The recipes claim 
a yield of six to eight servings per recipe, but 
that makes for some fairly enormous portions. 

There’s an interesting tension here 
between the use of convenience foods like 
boxed cake and cornbread mixes and canned 
vegetables, but Cook and Pollock anticipate 
resistance to those ingredients by includ- 
ing recipes for homemade stocks, salsas, 
and pie crusts at the back of the book. The 
method for each recipe is clearly written, 
eliminating any guesswork for the home cook. 
This user-friendliness, along with the breezy, 
sometimes boozy tone, ensures that The 
Casserole Queens Cookbook will easily make 
its way into heavy rotation in any kitchen.

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Letting the Monster Out of the Box 

DID SPALDING GRAY HAVE ANY SECRETS LEFT FOR HIS JOURNAL?

It’s hard to believe there was ever a time when getting 
onstage and telling stories about yourself was considered an 
act of daring. These days it feels like everyone is practiced in 
the art of the autobiographical performance, from celebrities 
on Twitter to high school students who treat YouTube like a 
confessional. That there was a time before all this, when pri- 
vacy was cherished and there was a line between perfor- 
mance and performer, sounds quaint - almost ridiculous. 

But that’s the world actor/writer Spalding Gray was living in 
when he premiered his first solo stage show, Sex and Death 
to the Age 14, in 1979. With little fanfare, that show shook 
off the inherited expectations of the theatrical monologue - 
where a lone performer would perform as a different charac- 
ter or characters in service of a story - by being simply an 
autobiographical portrait. Gray’s great theatrical achievement 
was to turn the stage into an analyst’s 
couch. By 1983, when he premiered his 
greatest piece, Swimming to Cambodia, 

Gray’s act of rebellion had become the start- 
ing gun for an autobiographical revolution in 
the theatre. Enter Eric Bogosian, Henry 
Rollins, David Sedaris, and a solipsistic cast of thousands. 

During his nearly 30 years as a man onstage alone, Gray 
perfected the art of turning his life into art - or as he once 
put it, “making the private public.” Which makes publishing 
his private journals rather an odd endeavor. After all, what 
can readers legitimately hope to find in the diary of a man 
who, both by artistic design and personal predisposition, held 
nothing back? 

We imagine that’s a question that will be addressed by Nell 
Casey, the editor of the newly published The Journals of Spalding 
Gray (Knopf), when she appears at this weekend’s Texas Book 
Festival. While compiling the material that would end up in the 
book, Casey waded through thousands of pieces of Gray’s writ- 
ing, from journals to notebooks to performance notes. 


“It was overwhelming,” Casey told the Chronicle. “I esti- 
mate there were about 5,000 pages. Though when I started 
to get into it, there were themes that emerged about his life 
that were very clear, that were in some ways covered in his 
monologues but were much more deeply explored in the jour- 
nals: his mother’s suicide, his childhood wounds, his neuroti- 
cism, his depression, his fear of giving away his life. And as 
those themes emerged, they gave me a road map for what 
had to be represented in the journal.” (All of that unedited 
material was acquired last November by the University of 
Texas’ Harry Ransom Center and was made available to the 
public last week.) 

Gray, who was a creature of New York’s experimental down- 
town theatre scene, found something like fame with the 
filmed versions of his monologues, which were directed by 
some of the most influential and intriguing 
filmmakers of the Eighties and Nineties, 
including Jonathan Demme ( Swimming to 
Cambodia), Steven Soderbergh (Gray's 
Anatomy), and Nick Broomfield ( Monster in a 
Box). Despite the impact those movies had on 
his career and his life, the man who seemed to write about 
everything is curiously quiet in his journals on the subject of 
his movies, mentioning them only to point out how “depress- 
ing” their receptions by certain critics were or what “failures” 
some were artistically. 

“There’s an odd silence in the journals at this incredible 
moment in his life [after Cambodia was released],” said 
Casey. “Perhaps he was busy at the time, or perhaps he 
didn’t realize what a turning point it was in his career.” 

Gray’s journals show a man who was constantly walking a 
line between trying to keep something for himself and believ- 
ing it was his artistic duty to share everything with his audi- 
ence. “A big part of his private life was his struggle with liv- 
ing publicly,” Casey said. “He had a fear about trading his

life for fame and his work. He was worried that he was 
always mining his life for his work or that he couldn’t have 
an unperturbed private life. He grew dependent on the feel- 
ing of an audience.” 

Even for a born confessional raconteur like Gray, that line 
between the public and the private must have been hard to 
walk. And though most blame the performer’s suicide in 
2004 on the lingering psychological and physiological effects 
of a car accident he had been in three years earlier, it’s not 
hard to imagine that his deep-seated need to make his pri- 
vate life the subject and fuel of his public performances left 
him with nothing for himself. A romantic might even say Gray 
sacrificed himself for a greater purpose, that he was the tru- 
est kind of artist - the kind for whom there was no life out- 
side of what he created with it. ■ 



Eye on the Underground 

AVANT-GARDE PIONEER JACK SMITH 


Who was Jack Smith, really, and why does 
this wholly unique filmmaker continue to 
inspire his cinematic progeny to new heights 
of gorgeous madness? It seems altogether 
too simplistic to dub him the “godfather of 
performance art,” as Laurie Anderson put it, 
and John Waters’ effusive statement that 
Smith was “the only true underground film- 
maker” may be spot-on, but it doesn’t really 
explain how the Texan - and later New York- 
based - artist upset the avant-garde status 
quo from the early 1950s through the dog- 
end of the 1960s with a sublime riot of glit- 
ter, camp, kitsch, and a wholly unique queer 
aesthetic that helped to birth modern drag 
culture, new queer cinema, and an artistic 
vision unlike any other. 


If you really want to comprehend Smith, 
who succumbed to AIDS in 1989, there’s no 
better place to start than his 1963 cri de 
coeur “Flaming Creatures,” which predated 
and set the outrageous and attitudinal tem- 
plate for Andy Warhol and John Cage’s art-as- 
celebrity pop revolution. “Flaming Creatures,” 
banned at the time of its release for being - 
among other, more interesting things - lewd, 
indecent, and obscene, portrays a joyfully 
sordid tranny party, replete with a borderline 
orgy and dimly lit black-and-white camerawork 
that almost certainly influenced David Lynch’s 
earliest works, and planted the seed that 
would not so much later result in Baltimore’s 
sleazy-cool, trash-master auteur John Waters’ 
8mm “outrages” including “Hag in a Black 


Leather Jacket” in ’64 and, arguably, Waters’ 
entire early output. 

Smith was an experimental pioneer, creating 
his phantasmagorical images in an era when 
camp was where the squares sent their kids 
to get them out of their hair. Like Kenneth 
Anger, Smith maintained a brave vision of 
another America, a hidden America, in an artis- 
tically perilous and profound time when ad 
men in gray flannel suits ruled the Zeitgeist. 

His legacy? Simply the courage to see and act 
beyond the then-burgeoning nightmare of proto- 
suburbia. He dreamed a wild little dream on 
short ends and nonbudgets, and by doing so 
opened the doors for George Kuchar, Cindy 
Sherman, and every outsider artist with a gor- 
geous, kitschy, honest eye. - Marc Savlov

A Slice of Weird and Wonderful 

DISTINGUISHED SCREENWRITER AWARDEE 
CAROLINE THOMPSON 


Audiences rarely if ever stick around long 
enough to catch the closing credits at the mov- 
ies these days, and few if any would be able to 
tell you who wrote that all-time favorite film, 
the one that changed his or her life, if only for 
a little while. But when it comes to screen- 
writer Caroline Thompson, recipient of this 
year’s Distinguished Screenwriter Award, evi- 
dence of her cinematic pen strokes are every- 
where, all the time, and never more ubiquitous 
than in the days leading up to Halloween. 
Don’t believe it? Get thee to Hot Topic and 
behold: Jack Skellington and his stitchy sweet- 
heart Sally are everywhere. 

“Damn, I wish I had a piece of that!” says 
the writer behind Tim Burton’s trio of neo- 
gothic classics, Edward Scissorhands, The 
Nightmare Before Christmas, and Corpse 
Bride, as well as Barry Sonnenf eld’s ooky 
updating of Charles Addams’ benighted 
New Yorkers The Addams Family. 
“Merchandising. They never give that to 
writers! And you can go all over the world 
and see images of Jack Skellington and 
Sally. It just blows my mind.” 


One wonders: Does Thompson have chil- 
dren of her own, and if so, has she encoun- 
tered the presumably surreal experience of 
having a pint-sized Oogie Boogie or black- 
clad Wednesday run around the house come 
All Hallows’ Eve? 

“Nope, I am my own child,” she says. 
“We live on a 100-acre ranch, so I never see 
anybody on Halloween. I’m not a big 
Halloween person, really. I know that 
might be a surprise to people, but I like the 
Day of the Dead. I go visit cemeteries on 
the Day of the Dead and usually take a 
picnic with me. That’s a much more impor- 
tant holiday to me than Halloween. Sadly, I 
have a big pet cemetery, and I always put 
out their favorite food on each one of their 
graves. I’ll eat with the animals or I’ll go to 
this pretty cool cemetery that we have here 
in the town of Ojai [Calif.] where I live. 
That’s what I like to do.” 

Getting back to Halloweentown and her 
outre oeuvre, did Thompson gravitate to 
the grave early in life, or was the streak of 
weird fantasy that runs through her 



Hollywood CV a late-blooming blossom of 
deadly nightshade? 

“You know, I had a very normal, unevent- 
ful upbringing. I didn’t decapitate dolls on 
a regular basis, although I did once decap- 
itate my cousin’s Barbie. I’ve always loved 
cemeteries. I’ve always felt that fantasy 
holds more truth than so-called reality, 
and I think that some drug use as a teen- 
ager helped encourage that belief. And I 
guess I started loving horror movies when 
I was a teenager.” 

Horror movies? Such as ...? 

“Oh, I’ve always loved the sad ones. 
Creature From the Black Lagoon, 
Frankenstein, Bride of Frankenstein. I guess 
that’s where some of my writing stems 
from, this interest in the way, way outsider 
and that sort of doomed romance. I remem- 
ber just weeping at the end of Creature

From the Black Lagoon, when he was carry- 
ing [actress Julie Adams] back to his lagoon. 
It just made me so sad.” 

Which explains a lot, actually, about the 
skein of gothic darkness that runs through 
Thompson’s screenwriting career, with the 
possible exception of the peripatetic pet 
story Homeward Bound: The Incredible 
Journey, although there is that pet ceme- 
tery. And it’s not over yet, the phantoms 
and fantasy. 

“The most fun thing I’ve done recently,” 
Thompson confides, “is an adaptation of a 
novel called The Master and Margarita by 
the Russian novelist Mikhail Bulgokov. It 
was written in the 1930s and it’s considered 
a national treasure in Russia. It is, in point of 
fact, kind of the forebear of all the magical 
realism that Marquez and Borges wrote. It’s 
a wild, absolutely insane, crazy ride about 
the devil coming to Moscow and upending 
the bureaucratic, dull world. It’s a marvelous 
book, and I wish I could tell you the director, 
but the deal’s not done yet. It’s going to be a 
really exciting project.” - Marc Savlov

‘SOME GUY WHO KILLS PEOPLE' 


Lon Chaney’s disfigured yet hopelessly, 
eternally romantic Phantom might well have 
been speaking for Ken Boyd, the equally 
smitten, equally problematic antihero of 
indie horror comedy Some Guy Who Kills 
People, when he shrieks, “Feast your eyes, 
gloat your soul on my accursed ugliness!” As 
wittily written by Ryan Levin and mordantly 
played by Kevin Corrigan, Ken, fresh out of 
his local asylum, spends his days scooping 
for his neighborhood ice creamery and his 
nights wreaking blood-drenched vengeance 
on the high school bullies who made his life 
hell once upon a homeroom. 

Regularly reminded of his perpetual 
cuckoo status by the townies and tenta- 
tively embarking on a stop/start romance 
with Brit import Stephanie ( Shaun of the 
Dead’s Lucy Davis), Ken’s life is either fall- 
ing to pieces or just beginning. Even he’s 


not sure which, although the pun-happy 
Sheriff (The Rocky Horror Picture Show’s 
Barry Bostwick) investigating the recent 
rash of murders has some (none too bright) 
ideas. And then there’s the sudden appear- 
ance of Ken’s long-lost tween daughter 
(Ariel Gade), a genuine ray of sunlight in 
Ken’s otherwise haplessly hopeless-seem- 
ing life. It’s a comedy of terrors both fleshy 
and cerebral, a rom-com punctuated by 
sudden bursts of the red stuff, and a sur- 
prisingly sweet take on love, death, and 
family matters. Oh, and it’s produced by 
John Landis. 

“The first person we sent the script to 
when we were looking for a director was 
John Landis,” Levin explains, “and he 
called literally the next day and said he 
wanted to meet for lunch to talk about it. 
Over the next couple of months, I worked 



with him. He gave me notes, I went off and 
did rewrites, and in the meantime, the pro- 
ducers were working on financing.” 

Which, of course, is the most difficult part 
of the filmmaking process. Ultimately, 
Landis went off to work on Burke & Hare 
(coincidentally enough starring Davis’ 
Shaun ... co-star and future Scotty, Simon 
Pegg), leaving a director-sized void in the 
project. No hard feelings, though. 

“He helped me take [the script] to the 
next level,” Levin says, “and he gave me 
some good notes that I was able to address, 
and we agreed he’d get a producer credit on 
the film. Although I didn’t mention it, he’s 
smart enough to know that having his name 
attached would help us immensely down 
the road.” 

Enter some director guy, Jack Perez.

“I didn’t know Jack prior to this, and I 
wasn’t familiar with his previous [direct- 
ing credit] Mega Shark Versus Giant 
Octopus, which was probably for the best. 
But from the moment we first met, he was 
very gung ho about the project. He’d 
already done storyboards in the margins of 
the script 36 hours after getting it.” 

All’s well that ends well, even after such 
a rocky start. Some Guy Who Kills People 
has been receiving high praise from both 
the genre-centric and mainstream festival 
press, and Levin, just back from screening 
the film at the Sitges Film Festival, is obvi- 
ously ecstatic about the finished film. 

“We had very little rehearsal time; we just 
threw all these people together and crossed 
our fingers that there would be some chem- 
istry, and it worked.”

CLOSING-NIGHT FILM 
‘UNION SQUARE' 

When your first feature film wins the 
Grand Jury Prize at Sundance, it seems as if 
the rest of your career should 
be smooth sailing. That was 
the case for Nancy Savoca in 
1989 with True Love, a beguil- 
ing romantic comedy about 
two young Italian-Americans 
experiencing prewedding jit- 
ters. More than 20 years later, 
after such films as Dogfight 
and Household Saints (which 
were critical successes if not 
box-office giants), Savoca 
still has to work hard to get 
her movies made. Her latest, 

Union Square - a two-hander 
starring Mira Sorvino and 
Tammy Blanchard - is the 
closing-night film at this 
year’s Austin Film Festival 
(with Sorvino in attendance), 
so we took the opportunity to 
chat with Savoca to find out 
what she’s been up to since 
her last film, Dirt, which premiered at the 
South by Southwest Film Festival in 2003. 

“It’s not for lack of trying,” says Savoca 
regarding the amount of time it’s taken for 


her to get her new feature off the ground. 
“There have been a lot of changes in inde- 
pendent filmmaking and in the way things 
are financed. We’ve always had stuff that we 
pushed forward, and we’ve always then 
gone off and done our little projects. The 
distribution, the getting it out there, letting 
people know that we have the projects - 
that has been the tricky part. 
That’s what’s changing. 
Now, I love that we’re in 
New Frontierland. To me, 
when there is really no 
option except to do things a 
new way, that’s when we get 
to experiment and bring 
people the kind of filmmak- 
ing that might be off the 
beaten path.” 

Union Square begins in a 
whirlwind, as Sorvino’ s Lucy 
engages in some frenzied 
retail therapy at the titular 
downtown New York City 
crossroads. Lucy is sending 
and leaving increasingly 
frantic text messages and 
voice mails, and her attire 
can only be described as 
trampy Bronx chic. We think 
that maybe we have seen ves- 
tiges of this character in Sorvino’ s Oscar- 
winning turn in Mighty Aphrodite; we know 
that if this woman doesn’t settle down soon,

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we may grow as nutty as she. But that’s before she raps on 
the apartment door of her estranged sister Jenny (Blanchard). 
Soon, nothing is as we anticipated - and that’s exactly the 
way Savoca wants it. “I like the idea of dashing expectations,” 
she says, “because that’s the way it happens in real life.” 
Savoca’ s story about these two sisters basically uses one 
set and “microbudgeted equipment,” although Union 
Square looks nothing like the bargain-basement items Lucy 
finds on the Filene’s Basement garment racks where we see 
her shop. Savoca manages to incorporate her budgetary 
limitations into the film design. Union Square came about 
on a dare from one of the producers, Neda Armian, explains 
Savoca. “Neda said: ‘Let’s think of a story to shoot that we 
can plow right into with the thought that it’s ours. We don’t 
have to run around trying to get funding for it; we don’t 
need to get approval for anybody; let’s just shoot something 
that we can do. Just take my apartment; shoot anything.’ 
“One location, small cast and crew, made to fit the realities 
of what’s available,” Savoca continues. “This was our way of 
saying we can take the technology that’s available to us today, 
which is amazingly portable and affordable and accessible, 
and do a story that doesn’t need the approval of so many 
people in order to even exist. And to me that’s what indepen- 
dent filmmaking is about.” - Marjorie Baumgarten 


Critics’ Picks 

MARJORIE BAUMGARTEN 
RECOMMENDS ... 

The AFF lineup makes space for the cutting edge of a film 
like Pariah, the dangerous decorum of The Descendants, 
and a flashback to one of the greatest student films ever 
made, We Can’t Go Home Again. 

In Pariah, a black, lesbian high schooler relies on trial and 
error to find her authentic mode of self-expression. A budding 
poet who fits uncomfortably into the circumscribed roles of the 
bar scene, Alike (Adepero Oduye) also has trouble at home 
complying with her parents’ conservative expectations of her. 
It’s a coming-out story told with perception, artistry, and heart, 
and unlike any you’ve seen before. 

Alexander Payne’s first feature film since 2004’s Sideways is 
The Descendants, which 
stars George Clooney in 
his most un- Clooney-like 
performance yet. After his 
wife suffers an accident 
that leaves her comatose 
in the opening moments 
of the film, Clooney’s Matt 
King is left to become the 
primary parent of his two 
willful daughters. He is 
also a Hawaiian land 
baron, whose extensive 
inherited family estate is 
on the verge of being sold. 

But the sudden knowledge that there may have been discon- 
tentment roiling under the placid waters of his marriage sends 
him into a tailspin. Told with humor and grace, the film also 
highlights terrific supporting performances by Robert Forster, 
Beau Bridges, and Judy Greer. 

In 1976, the maverick film director Nicholas Ray was teach- 
ing at Harpur College of Arts and Sciences at SUNY 
Binghamton. Rather than lecturing, Ray collaborated with his 
students to make the counterculture film We Can’t Go Home 
Again. Using multiple formats, split-screen techniques, and 
psychedelic effects, Ray continued to tinker with the film until 
his death in 1979 but it was never finished. Recently com- 
pleted and restored by his wife, Susan Ray, the film makes one 
of its first festival appearances at AFF

Why a conference badge is worth your dime even if you aren’t a writer 

1) First of all, are you sure you’re not a writer? This is Austin. Everybody’s a writer. Wanna give it a shot? The AFF conference is 
chockablock with superinstructive panels on the nuts and bolts of the craft - how to write female-driven stories, say, or how to put 
your own spin on been there, done that zombie genres - as well as professional advice on how to market your script once you’ve 
tapped it out. 

2) Okay, you’re not a writer. That’s fine. But we bet you’re a fan of good writing. Want a peek behind the curtain on how it hap- 
pens? This year’s Script-to-Screen series features Fight Club author Chuck Palahniuk and screenwriter Jim Uhls in conversation, as 
well as Rob Thomas dissecting his pilot for that irresistible gumshoe Veronica Mars. 

3) Screenwriters, by definition, are storytellers, and boy, do the shockingly candid screenwriters who show up at AFF have some 
stories to tell about working in Hollywood. By all accounts, Oscar-winner Michael Arndt’s panel last year on how to write endings was 
can’t-miss; he’ll reprise it this year, along with a panel on the four-year process of writing Toy Story 3. 

4) You can get an early look at what’s coming down the pike with Sunday’s staged reading of a new noir script by Shane Black 
{Kiss Kiss Bang Bang ) and Anthony Bagarozzi called The Nice Guys. Shoeless wonder Thomas Jane headlines the reading at the 
Long Center’s Rollins Theatre. 

5) You like to party? So does AFF. A badge gets you in the door to barbecue fetes, boozy schmoozes, and hangover brunches. 
Surely a pounding headache pounds a little less when that’s Luke Wilson passing you a bowl of mixed nuts. - Kimberley Jones 



KIMBERLEY JONES RECOMMENDS ... 

Call it the Locavore Movement: AFF boasts a smorgas- 
bord of homegrown fare this year, from the buzzy competi- 
tion film Restive (made by a former UT footballer) and the 
sneak peek at Kyle Killen’s new TV show Awake to the 
eight-film sidebar Texas Independents. Screening in the 
latter is the Austin-shot An Ordinary Family, directed by 
Mike Akel (who previously took the audience and jury 
prizes for Narrative 
Feature at AFF ’06 for his 
debut feature, Chalk). 

The unassuming title 
nails the low-key, lived- 
in appeal of An Ordinary 
Family, which tracks a 
gay man’s attempts to 
reconnect with his 
estranged siblings, 
including a minister hot 
under the collar about 
his little brother’s sur- 
prise visit with new boy- 
friend in tow. Co-written 
by Akel and Matt 
Patterson, An Ordinary 
Family does nothing so extraordinary as articulate the gar- 
den-variety gripes and grudging love within every family 
dynamic - and beautifully so. 

Not to be reductive, but there’s a certain kind of festival 
film on the rise: the Geriatric Feel-Good Doc. Actually, 
Chris Rufo’s Age of Champions - about gray-haired com- 
petitors at the National Senior Games - is feel-great. 
Octogenarians in swim trunks comparing pacemakers, lady 
bailers with perfectly beauty-parlored coifs throwing hard 
elbows on the court: This is infinitely inspirational stuff, 
funny and sweet and sure to poke a tear or two from even 
the most hard-hearted, curmudgeonly, and curlike. (I speak 
from experience.) 



MARC SAVLOV RECOMMENDS ... 

Finally a film that dares to admit that “carving meat is 
what dancing is all about.” Leave it to comedy collective 
Upright Citizens Brigade to hammer home the final nail in 
the dance-off film genre casket with Freak Dance, an 
unapologetically wacky (and, often, downright surrealist) 
parody that skewers pretty much every rump-shakin’, freak- 
a-leak bombast-athon since Breakin’ 2: Electric Boogaloo 
first rocked your Adidas, 
holmes. A blue-blooded 
babe (Megan Heyn) anx- 
ious to cast off the chains 
of respectability in favor 
of fancy, ghetto-funk foot- 
work? Check! An urban 
dance explosion in a hos- 
pital ward? Hellzyeah! 

Utterly brilliant-cum-stu- 
pid (“stoopid fresh,” that 
is) satirical song-and- 
dance numbers erupting 
every five minutes? 

Totally! Freak Dance is easily more crazy-electrifying than 
Krush Groove, Dirty Dancing: Havana Nights and The Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre combined. Word. 

On the other end of the spectrum entirely is Sawdust City, 
a rough-and-tumble gem. When brothers Bob (played by 
writer/director David Nordstrom) and Pete (Carl McLaughlin) 
are reunited over a gray, snowy weekend in their hardscrab- 
ble Wisconsin hometown, the beer flows, as do the body 
blows. On leave from the Navy, younger brother Pete just 
wants to find his boozehound pop, while Bob, an artisanal 
woodworker with money woes and a child on the way, goes 
along despite his better judgement. Nordstrom, who also 
edited, has crafted a pitch-perfect portrait of both contempo- 
rary small town malaise and familial dysfunction/redemption 
that feels supremely true to life.

Fire Relief: The Concert for Central 
Texas at the Frank Erwin Center on Monday 
night played out as a Lone Star edition of the 
Band’s Last Waltz shotgunned like a can of 
Miller Lite. George Strait brought 
the marathon evening to a close 
with a freight train revue of 
his No. 1 hits, starting with 
the double-barrel of 
“Twang” and “Check Yes 
or No,” but the thrust of 
the bill paid tribute to 
the communal spirit 
that followed in the 
wake of the wildfires. 

Indeed, the most memo- 
rable moments were 
shared: Christopher 
Cross backed by the Austin

Nelson played new gospel joint “Roll Me Up 
and Smoke Me When I Die,” then was joined 
by the Avett Brothers for the hillbilly jaunt 
“Will the Circle Be Unbroken” and “On the 
Road Again.” Though rough and rushed 
at times, the only disappointment, 
aside from Steve Miller Band’s 
cancellation, was Friday Night 
Lights’ coach Eric Taylor 
(Kyle Chandler) and Buddy 
Garrity (Brad Leland) not 
leading the crowd in a 
“clear eyes, full hearts, 
can’t lose” chant. Most 
impressive was the feisty 
return of Austin’s anti-Ante- 

/ bellum ladies, the Dixie 
Chicks, who proved still “Not 
Ready To Make Nice” with mod- 
ern country radio - and all the 
better for it. The Concert for Central 
Texas raised nearly $700,000 for wildfire 
relief.

“We want you to 
get your smile on Highway 71, ’cause 
Bastrop is coming back.”

Ring of Fire 

From the Beatles’ live fare- 
well at Candlestick Park in 
San Francisco to Jimi 
Hendrix’s kerosene routine at 
the Monterey Pop Festival 
and Johnny Cash’s infamous 
jail bird at San Quentin 
Prison, Jim Marshall docu- 
mented some of the most 
iconic moments in rock & roll 
history. Until fall 2014, 30 of 
the late photographer’s finest 
images can be viewed on the 
third level of ACL Live at the 
Moody Theater. One image 
that you won’t see, though, is the portrait 
above, taken by Michael Scott Parker, a 
local contemporary pop artist. The two became 
close friends after being introduced by Rolling 
Stone photographer Baron Wolman, who shot 
the cover of the latter’s 2008 album, Naked. 
Parker’s latest, Creature Rock, released shortly 
after she relocated locally from San Francisco, 
was dedicated to Marshall, who made a habit 
of passing out her CDs and introducing her to 
clients. “While to outsiders [Jim] could come 
off as rude, I truly looked up to him because 
he was who he was to an extreme,” said 
Parker, who recently opened a local recording 
studio, the Pink Elephant. “He helped culti- 
vate an unshakable fearlessness in me.”

OTR and Doug 
Freeman take the stage at noon, tackling 
questions about The Austin Chronicle 
Music Anthology before Bob Livingston, 
Bobby Bridges, and Greezy Wheels. Fight 
Club author Chuck Palahniuk reads from 
Damned at the Scoot Inn later that day, 
while the Authors headline the afterparty. 
Butch Hancock prefaces Michael 
Ventura’s If I Was a Flighway Sunday (noon- 
2pm), followed by Terri Hendrix, Gina 
Chavez, and Lone Star Swing. For more, 
see “Power to the Pen,” The Arts, p.32, and 
“Chews Wisely,” Food, p.42. A full schedule 
is available at www.texasbookfestival.org. 
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Honky-tonk music operates locally like 
clockwork. For starters, the Continental 
Club regularly hosts Heybale! (Sundays) and 
Dale Watson (Mondays), while the Broken 
Spoke boasts Chaparral (Wednesdays) and 
Jesse Dayton (Thursdays). Outside of South 
Austin, though, Mike & the Moonpies have 
been ruling the roost for several years now. 

The local outfit has self-released two albums 
of hard-livin’ country with a rare sense of 

humor (see “Water on the Rocks”) that goes over equally well Mondays at Hole in 1 
and unplugged on Tuesdays for happy hour at Mohawk, which also offers the Moonpie: a 
shot of well whiskey and a Lone Star for $3. “The songs started as jokes originally,” recalls 
leader Mike Harmeier, a 27-year-old from outside Houston. “Then I started to get more 
serious ... and drinking.” The band’s stock has risen nationally thanks to a breakthrough 
session with Daytrotter and subsequent spot on the website’s annual Barnstormer tour. 
“It doesn’t matter where we play,” says Harmeier. “We’re a good dance band; that’s what 
it’s all about.” Mike & the Moonpies break from routine next week with an appearance at 
Paper Cuts, the Chronicle’s free live music series at the Palm Door on Tuesday, Oct. 

25, sponsored by Capital Metro, Sapporo, 42Below, and Curra’s Grill. RSVP and 
check out footage from past events at austinchronicle.com/papercuts. 


O Local rapper Octavis Berry of 
Dred Skott and the League of 
Extraordinary Gz died on Friday in 
Austin of a pulmonary embolism after 
struggling from asthma complica- 
tions. Better known as Esbe the 6th 
St. Bully, Berry, 30, had a deep, 
Southern flow with a socially con- 
scious edge that made him one of 
the most promising new Texas rap- 
pers.

The gospel according to Scott H. Biram

Nietzsche in one hand and the Bible in the other, Scott H. 
Biram’s raising Cain. 

“Biram 4:44,” he hollers to no one in particular, throwing 
both arms into the air. “Thou shall not understand me.” 

What began as a photo shoot at an empty lot in an East 
Austin housing development complex has turned into a 
sermon on the mount for his so-called First Church of the 
Ultimate Fanaticism. Roving neighbors rubberneck the 
scene, some stopping to ask questions about the roadside 
attraction. 

“I’m goin’ fishin’ in heaven,” Biram continues unabated, 
full of Pentecostal fervor. “I’m gonna catch me a Jesus fish.” 

Wearing Velcro shoes and a faded Black Flag shirt, he 
looks like a mad trucker after an overnight haul, a fitting 
depiction of the 3 7-year- old local, currently stranded on a 
wall of amplifiers with his 1959 Gibson hollow body guitar 
- cracked earth below, expansive blue sky above. Over the 
last decade, Biram has become the definitive one-man band, 
a lone bandit from old weird America wreaking havoc with 
torrid tales of drugs, murder, chick- 
ens, and ever-fleeting redemption. 

“George Jones. Beaumont, Texas. 

Jesus Christ,” shouts Biram in short, 
spastic bouts, as if outlining the pil- 
lars of his faith. “Blackland Prairie. 

Poltergeist. David Lee Roth.” 

Even the most iconic outlaws 
banded together in times of desper- 
ation: Butch Cassidy led the Hole in 
the Wall Gang, while Willie Nelson 
rode herd with Johnny Cash, Waylon 
Jennings, and Kris Kristofferson in 
the Highwaymen. Not Biram. He walks alone, accompanied 
only by his repute and legend, both stemming from his 
unlikely survival of a near-fatal car wreck in 2003. 

Like Merle Haggard, Biram deals out misery and gin in 
equal measure, with a gritty immediacy that owes as much 
to 1930s chain gang recordings as the Misfits’ gothic thrash. 
His latest, Bad Ingredients (see “Texas Platters,” Sept. 30), 
pieces together a shattered portrait of darkness on the edge 
of town and at the bottom of a bottle. 

“The power of Biram compels you,” he concludes, repeat- 
ing the line twice for effect. 

The camera stops clicking. Biram quickly comes to and 
curls his lip into a knowing smile. Asked what his middle 
initial stands for, he just bristles. 

“The ‘H’ stands for ‘fuck you.’” 


Rehabilitation Blues 

Off-camera, Biram cuts a far less imposing figure. 

At Donn’s Bar-B-Q on FM 969, he’s mild-mannered and 
clearly fatigued, the circles under his powder-blue eyes as 
telling as the odometer in his van parked out front. He speaks 
fondly of early blues influences handed down from his father 
(Lightnin’ Hopkins, Muddy Waters, and Leadbelly), seeing 
Doc Watson at the Armadillo World Headquarters, and his 
rural upbringing in Prairie Lea outside Luling, where his 
grandfather served as the deacon of the local Baptist church 
for close to 50 years. His thick, country drawl and attention to 
detail make him a natural storyteller. 

“I had this weird dream the week before my wreck,” he 
says. “I was walking along the San Marcos River and step- 
ping on all these Mormons that were on the sidewalk. 
Eventually I came to a priest, and he had these gel tabs. I 
said, ‘Are those made of water?’ He said, ‘They’re made of 
exceptional water.’ 

“Then I stole a Mormon’s bicycle.” 

The night before the accident, 
March 24, 2003, Biram pulled 
over at the head of the San 
Marcos River. He cupped his 
hands in the water and drank. 

“Sometimes I feel like the 
great power of the medicine river 
carried me through my brush 
with death.” 

There’s no other explanation. 
An 18-wheeler struck his Dodge 
Dakota head-on at 75 mph, crush- 
ing the midsize vehicle into a tattered heap of scrap metal. 
After being pulled from the wreckage by the Jaws of Life, 
Biram was air-lifted to Brook Army Medical Center in San 
Antonio. He was bleeding internally and not expected to 
even make it to the hospital. 

After 13 surgeries - IV 2 feet of his intestine was removed 
and metal rods were inserted into in his broken arm and 
legs - Biram not only survived but cut the Rehabilitation 
Blues E.P. shortly after his release, a rough collection of 
traditionals and standards picked with redemptive urgency. 
Weeks later, Biram was wheeled onstage at the Continental 
Club, an IV still hanging off his arm. 

“Physically, I’ve never recovered,” he concedes. “I’m like 
one of those old cars you have to crank to start. If I ever 
need to run, I’m in trouble.” 



He takes a sip from his iced tea. 

“It didn’t necessarily bring me closer to God,” Biram says 
of the experience. “I’m thankful for every day, but I stand 
in the same place I did before. I just have a little bit of a 
lean to me now.” 

Biram’s never walked the straight and narrow, though. 
He studied the collected songbooks of storied musicolo- 
gists John and Alan Lomax, joined a punk band, and later 
led two bluegrass outfits. Those realms became the trini- 
ty of Biram’s act, partly inspired by vintage John Lee 
Hooker recordings. 

“I read he stomped on a wet piece of cardboard,” 
Biram nods. 

After relocating to Austin, Biram self-released several 
lo-fi recordings, while his raucous live show fostered a loyal 
following of bikers, rednecks, and punks not seen locally 
since Don Walser opened for the Butthole Surfers. Then the 
accident happened.

“I was off stage mostly for seven 
months; that entire time I felt like I was 
falling behind,” recalls Biram, who while 
still bedridden booked his first tour for 
the projected date he’d be able to walk 
again. “It made me more driven - maybe 
a little overdriven.” 

He’s certainly made the most of borrowed 
time. Since signing to 
Bloodshot Records in 
2004, Biram’s issued four 
albums of twisted blues 
and insurgent country, 
each stronger than the 
last. His often bleak com- 
positions possess a chill- 
ing authenticity born of 
catching a glimpse of 
that other side. 

“I’ve battled with 
depression all my life,” 
offers Biram. “There’s a 
dark cloud there. Part is 
the knowing that all 
things pass. All my life 
I’ve been scared to lose 
my loved ones. I know 
it’s inevitable, but it really haunts 
and bothers me. 

“The other part is the not knowing. I’m 
an only child. I’ve got all these metal rods 
and plates in me. I already know I’m going 
to need knee replacement surgery. I get 
afraid that I’m going to get left alone with 
this broken body.” 


Lo-Fi Mojo 

The mat to Biram’s home in Southwest 
Austin isn’t exactly welcoming, spelling out 
instead its owner’s dark humor in bold 
capital letters: “GO AWAY.” 

“I don’t really fit in the suburbs,” shrugs 
Biram upon arrival. 

For starters, there’s a 
chicken coop in the back- 
yard, tucked behind the 
shed, where four hens serve 
as a constant reminder of 
his small-town roots. Black- 
and-white family photos sit 
in the living room beside 
his grandmother’s Singer 
sewing machine. 

Biram purchased the 
home, along with his first 
touring van, with the set- 
tlement money from the 
accident. (He signed the 
mortgage the same day as 
his contract with Blood- 
shot, a deal that keeps him 
on the road 200 nights a 
year.) A string of voodoo 
skulls hangs across the parlor piano, and 
audio cables run through the walls of his 
two-bedroom home studio, where a dozen 
guitars compete for space with speakers 
and keyboards. 

It’s here at Hiram’s Hell Hole - as credit- 
ed on his releases - that Biram fosters his

gnarly vision with complete sovereignty. He 
produces and performs most everything 
himself - guitars, Hammond B-3 organ, 
harmonica, and percussion via his home- 
made stomp board - with a few other credits 
thrown in for good measure: CB radio, loud- 
speaker, hambone, Bible thump, and the 
“SHB Gospel Choir,” a layering of corn-fed 
voices modeled after his childhood memory 
of the Sweet Canaan Baptist Church. 

“It makes me feel like I’m doing something 
with my life,” he says of the solo endeavor. 
“It’s a challenge. It’s all on my shoulders.” 

Biram’s mastered the art of imperfection 
in the studio. He cuts dozens of alternate ver- 
sions of each song, sometimes tracking 300 
different solos. His recordings are packed 
with subtle nuances - stereo panning, echo- 
ing voices, and fragments of distortion and 
found sound - that lend an eerie otherness. 
There are 45 different tracks, for example, at 
work in “Victory Song,” a raunchy roadhouse 
gem that boogies at transistor frequencies. 

“That’s why it takes so long for me to put 
out records,” he confesses. 

His seventh LP, Bad Ingredients, was 
helmed between tours over a two-year span, 
a period informed by the end of a rocky 
long-term relationship and the loss of his 
dog, Ruby Lou. There’s a greater sense of 
clarity and restraint to the album, as if 
Biram’s trying to put his best foot forward 
in 13 different directions. 

While neither clean nor sober, Biram’s 
given up whiskey and is further sharpening 
his focus to promote the new release. He’s 
already sold out an East Coast tour, landed 
a few tracks on the next season of Sons of 
Anarchy, and is closing in on a new publish- 
ing deal with Bucks Music Group. 

“I had to decide if I was going to be the 
wildass and drive myself into the ground or 
if I was going to try and maintain some 
integrity in my music and keep going,” 
adds Biram. “I want my music to be kept 
alive, to know that I wrote and recorded 
good enough songs that people will still 
give a shit a hundred years from now.” 

Graveyard Shift 

If Biram ever cut a crossroads deal, it 
would happen at Riley’s Tavern in Hunter. 
Tucked off 1-35, just past the railroad tracks 
and halfway between New Braunfels and 
San Marcos, the neon-lit pool hall was the 
first licensed bar opened in Texas after 
Prohibition. 

“Happy fucking Friday,” spouts Biram, 
taking the small corner stage for what’s 
essentially his hometown release party for 
Bad Ingredients, the cigarette smoke two 
inches thick. 

Onstage, Biram matches the unflappable 
confidence of Bo Diddley with the show- 
business appeal of Flatt & Scruggs, cantan- 
kerous and slightly confrontational. He 
once got up after Kris Kristofferson at 
South by Southwest, reportedly yelling: 
“They said that was a hard act to follow. I’m 
a hard act to follow, motherfuckers!” 

Tonight he’s one man of many voices: 
reviving the Depression-era folk of Woody 
Guthrie’s “Pastures of Plenty,” yodeling 
Don Walser’s golden “Rolling Stone From 


Texas,” grunting blunt metallic trauma on 
“Church Babies,” and when the time comes 
to change a broken guitar string, he multi- 
tasks with a stunning a cappella version of 
gospel standard “Go Down Ol’ Hannah.” 

By his own account, Biram’s set list chang- 
es like the Texas weather: If you don’t like it, 
just stick around for a couple of minutes. Over 
the course of two straight hours, Biram cycles 
through a lifetime of phases and stages, from 
his early CB calling card “Truck Driver” 
through the depraved grit-blues of “Graveyard 
Shift,” and what should’ve been his break- 
through from 2009 ’s Something’s Wrong /Lost 
Forever, “Still Drunk, Still Crazy, Still Blue.” 


The show proves an exercise in 
extremes, with the bruised plea of 
“Wildside” being answered by the venge- 
ful furrowing of “Plow You Under.” Biram 
plays like a man possessed, stomping 
with a vehemence, his eyes rolling back at 
times as his head twitches. 

‘You get sick, you get ill,” he hollers near 
the end of the show, pointing purposefully 
northward. ‘You get hot, you get cold; you go 
cleanse yourself in the San Marcos River, that 
clear, 72-degree year-round sacred water.” 

The word of Biram. Amen. ■

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Although the Patriot Act, drafted in the days after 9/11 and quickly enacted 
into law, was designed expressly to give prosecutors more leeway to challenge 
suspected terrorism, one of its key provisions has since then been used more 
than 100 times as often for drug investigations as for terrorism.

Bureaucrat’s Delight: An update of the offi- 
cial index for classifying medical conditions 
for research, quality control, and insurance 
claims was released recently, to take effect 
in October 2013, and replaced the current 
18,000 codes with 140,000 much more spe- 
cific ones. A September Wall Street Journal 
report noted, for example, 72 different codes 
for injuries involving birds, depending on the 
type. “Bitten by turtle” is different from 
“struck by turtle.” Different codes cover inju- 
ries in opera houses, on squash courts, and 
exactly where in or around a mobile home an 
injury occurred. “Walked into lamppost, initial 
encounter” is distinct from “walked into 


lamppost, subsequent encounter.” Codes 
cover conditions stemming from encounters 
with extraterrestrials and conditions resulting 
from “burn due to water-skis on fire.” “Bizarre 
personal appearance” has a code, as well as 
“very low level of personal hygiene.” 

IRONIES 

A small number of environmental and ani- 
mal rights activists employ violence and physi- 
cal threats in attempts to achieve their goals, 
and similar tactics have recently been used 
by another group bent on intimidating scien- 
tists: sufferers of chronic fatigue syndrome. 
London’s The Observer reported in August 
that medical researchers who even suggest 


that the illness might have a psychological 
component have been subject to vitriolic 
abuse, stalking, disruptions to the scientists’ 
workplaces, and even death threats. In at 
least one case, the activists succeeded: A 
psychiatry professor said he had moved his 
area of research from chronic fatigue to Gulf 
War syndrome. “That has taken me to Iraq 
and Afghanistan where ... I feel a lot safer.” 

Political Correctness Lives: British authori- 
ties threatened lain Turnbull, 63, with a fine 
equivalent to $1,570 in August because he 
refused to complete the mandatory census 
earlier this year. Turnbull, from Wales, was 
protesting that the government, intending to 
be progressively inclusive, made available 
census questionnaires and instructions in 
such languages as Urdu, Punjabi and Tagalog 
- but not Welsh, one of Britain’s native lan- 
guages spoken by a half-million citizens. 

THE LITIGIOUS SOCIETY 

In 2009, Diane Schuler, with a 0.19 blood- 
alcohol level and marijuana in her system, 
drove the wrong way for nearly two miles on 
a New York highway, finally crashing into 
another car, killing herself and seven others. 
In July 2011, her widower, Dave Schuler, filed 
a lawsuit against the state, alleging that the 
collision was the state’s fault for not posting 
signs warning motorists like Diane that they 
were going the wrong way. 

“[My] client was devastated by what hap- 
pened,” said the lawyer for Jean Pierre in 
announcing Pierre’s $80 million lawsuit in 
August against the city of Newburgh, N.Y. 
Pierre’s estranged girlfriend had committed 
suicide by driving into a city lake, taking the 
couple’s three small children to their deaths 
as well. In the time before he became devas- 
tated, Pierre had been arrested for failure to 
pay child support and for endangering one of 
his children, who was found wandering the 
street in freezing weather on a Super Bowl 
Sunday. Friends of his girlfriend told the New 
York Post that Pierre constantly abused her, 
including immediately before her final drive. 

Chicago’s WLS Radio reported that a man 
(unnamed in the story) filed a $600,000 law- 
suit against the Grossinger City Autoplex, 
claiming that five employees had physically 
harassed him during business hours over a 
two-month period in 2009. Included was the 
man’s claim that he had been given multiple 
wedgies, one of which was a “hanging wedgie.” 


CREME DE LA WEIRD 

A female Wisconsin prison chaplain was 
charged in September with several crimes in 
an alleged attempt to stage a fake hostage 
situation with an inmate for the purpose of 
gaining transfers of both to another prison in 
the state. Prosecutors said the chaplain, a 
Wiccan priest named Jamyi Witch, 52, 
instructed the inmate at Oshkosh 
Correctional Institution to come to her office, 
barricade the door, throw things around the 
room, and role-play with Witch as if she were 
his mother. While the office was under siege, 
the pair allegedly had consensual sex, and 
Witch supplied the man with drugs and sang 
him lullabies, supposedly to calm him down, 
ending the drama - until charges were filed. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Cicero, III., Town President Larry Dominick, 
the defendant in sexual harassment lawsuits 
filed by two female employees, gave deposi- 
tions in the cases, in March 2009 and 
February 2011, but provided challenging 
answers on one issue. Asked in 2009 wheth- 
er he had “ever touched” the plaintiff, 
Dominick, under oath, said no. However, in 
2011, Dominick (again under oath) gave a 
narrative of his relationship with the same 
plaintiff beginning in 2005, admitting that he 
had sex with her numerous times at her 
home. Dominick claimed to have misinterpret- 
ed the earlier question. 

Unclear on the Concept: 1) Pennsylvania 
state Rep. Michael Sturla, an opponent of 
increased natural-gas drilling in his district, 
warned in August that one effect of the drill- 
ing would be an increase of sexually transmit- 
ted diseases “amongst the womenfolk.” He 
said later that he had heard that from a hos- 
pital administrator. 2) Convicted rapist 
Nicholas Davis was arrested in a public park 
in Seattle in August while, according to a 
police officer, “masturbating violently.” The 
officer said Davis explained, “There just isn’t 
enough free love in Seattle.”

Cornell Dupree 

I’m Alright (Dialtone) 

The word Alright barely contains this knockout disc, 
so timeless it could have been cut at any point during 
the last five decades. Brimming with instrumentals led 
by the late Cornell Dupree, I’m Alright carves a mighty 
epitaph for the Fort Worth-born guitarist, who started 
with fellow hometown landmark King Curtis, played in 
the Atlantic Records stable, and recorded with Miles 
Davis. Dupree’s originals (“CL Blues,” “Doin’ Alright”) 
sit close and tight with fine R&B arrangements of 
“Grandma’s Hands,” “Ham,” and “Help Me Make It 
Through the Night.” Dupree, 68, died in May from com- 
plications of emphysema and knew this was his final 
LP, so I’m Alright bleeds with visceral, soulful love on “Erma’s Shades,” written for his beloved 
wife of 53 years, and ends in a quick heartbeat before sliding into an exquisite, wistful “Rainy 
Night in Georgia.” That’s Dupree’s legacy, left here on Austin blues indie Dialtone Records 
and buoyed by Mike Flanigin’s B-3 hum and Kaz Kazanoff’s sweet sax behind it, plus sublime 
accompaniment from Nick Connelly, Barry “Frosty” Smith, Larry Fulcher, and Ronnie James. 
There’s also a grace note on I’m Alright : Black Joe Lewis & the Honeybears guitarist/band- 
leader Zach Ernst is noted as “Assistant to Mr. Dupree.” Consider the torch passed.

Bad Sports has 
mastered the art of 
atomic delinquency. 

Produced by the 
Marked Men’s Mark 
Ryan, the Denton/ 

Austin trio’s second LP, Kings of the Weekend, 
hot wires the starry-eyed bravado of 1960s 
teen bands with the cocksure stoner cool of 
punk’s original blank generation for 14 gems 
on narcissism (“I’m in Love [With Myself]”), 
couch surfers (“Can’t Stay”), and schizo- 
phrenia (the Who-like mini-epic “I May Be 
Cruel”). Local leader of the brat pack, OBN 
Ill’s vocalist Orville Bateman Neeley III has a 
proven track record for earworm hooks, but 
snotty sock hop “Teenage Girls” and proto- 
punk tipping point “Get Your Head” raise the 
bar. More importantly, Neeley finds an ideal 
counter in bassist Daniel Fried (High Tension 
Wires, the Mind Spiders), who pulls the rip- 
cord in opener “Off Switch” and the North 
Texas dead-end anthem “Days of Denton.” 
That combination coalesces in the commando 
bop of “Can’t Just Be Friends” and “Inside 
and Out,” both proving Bad Sports the ulti- 
mate Weekend warriors.

Expanding on

Select a Gather 
Point, the Good Times Crisis Band finds its 
center squarely in the margins. “Enemy Eye” 


sets the local duo’s tone, coupling herky-jerk 
post-punk at ramming speed against refer- 
ences to an all-knowing surveillance state. 

An air of anxiety prevails on Nine of Clubs, 
replete with obscure references to alchemy 
and French lit. Even so, it doesn’t take a grad 
degree to divine what Bill Corsello (guitar, 
bass, vocals) and drummer David Hobizal 
are after. The twosome’s dynamic interplay 
imbues scattershot caffeine rambles with 
form and potency. Unadorned production and 
strategic nods to classic-rock convention bear 
witness to the influence of iconoclastic under- 
ground forebears like the Minutemen. GTCB’s 
rendition of “There’s a World” is the most 
breathtaking Neil Young cover to come out 
of Austin since Pork’s “Don’t Cry No Tears.” 
Nine of Clubs might not unify armies of lighter- 
wavers, but it packs a rarefied, homespun 
energy that elicits the genuine thrill of a thrift 
store score.

The Chitlin’ Circuit and 
the Road to Rock ’n’ Roll 

by Preston Lauterbach 
W.W. Norton & Company , 

338 pp., $ 26.95 

Preston Lauterbach isn’t the first 
writer to trace the fabled road of the so- 
called chitlin’ circuit. Its lure began as 
far back as the 1920s, but what makes 
this book important is how its author 
stitches together the loose string of black 
clubs dotting mostly the American South 
and ties them to the rise of rock & roll. 
With his debut book, Lauterbach does 
this primarily through two black men he 
credits with paving the performing circuit, 
Denver D. Ferguson and Walter Barnes. 
Lauterbach deems Ferguson “the grand- 
daddy of rock ’n’ roll” and in doing so 
makes a compelling case for the little- 
known show promoter/agent’s new title, 
citing full service promotion campaigns 
that included cultivating barbershops, the 
1940s equivalent of street teams, and 
collecting phone books, which is how he 
developed a network of clubs. Barnes’ 
triple threat came as performer, promoter, 
and press, all in one. Between the two, 
they mapped pre-interstate America and 
laid the grid for decades of touring acts. 
Austin rightfully claims its place on the 
chitlin’ circuit with the Victory Grill and 
long-gone venues, but it was only a blip 
compared to San Antonio’s Keyhole Club, 
overseen by Houston’s Don Robey, who 
booked his Texas and Louisiana venues 
in with Ferguson’s. (Chitlin’ circuit guitar- 
ist Curley Mays still performs around

San Antonio.) Lauterbach includes vivid 
portraits of crucial but marginalized per- 
formers including Wynonie Harris, Roy 
Brown, Amos Milburn, Jimmie Lunceford, 
and Gatemouth Brown, and redraws unfor- 
gettable landscapes in the urban areas of 
Houston, Memphis, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Atlanta, and digs down deep in the weeds 
of Port Arthur, Texas; Macon, Ga.; and 
Ferriday, La.; amid piles of cash, sex, 
racketeering, and scrapes with the law. 

In doing so, Chitlin’ Circuit creates blood- 
and-sweat images of music shaped by 
geography, talent, vision, and, occasion- 
ally, deals with the devil. (Author Preston 
Lauterbach appears at the Texas Book 
Festival Saturday, Oct. 22, 2pm, at the 
state Capitol.)

edly forward, playing as much off the band 
arrangements of 2008’s XOXO , Panda and 
the New Kid Revival as his early lap-pop styl- 
ings. There’s a self-consciousness of closure 
throughout the album, from the opening line 
of “She tells me that time will heal all our 
wounds” (“Anything for Progress”) to the strug- 
gled, uplifting string plucks of “Shonanoka,” 
declaring, “I’m moving, I’m changing, I’m 
thinking, I’m growing ... rewriting my history.” 
The arrangements tilt equally ambitious, often 
packing intense layers and midsong twists in 
the span of 3V2-minute tunes. Quiet inevitably 
erupts into cathartic bursts on the earnest- 
ness of “The Hummingbirds” and dark gypsy 
lope of “The Candle Jumped Over the Spoon,” 
unhinged moments leveling calm realiza- 
tions, such as the calliope twirl and chorus 
of “Come on All You Soldiers.” Her Space 
Holiday is a satisfying conclusion, leading 
with retrospective but still pressing forward 
on “Death of a Writer” (“I’m wide awake and 
I can finally see everything that’s in front of 
me”) and “In the Time It Takes for the Lights 
To Change,” which declares, “Despite what 
you’ve done, you always have a choice to 
tighten up your course.”

Sandia Peak Aerial Tramway climbs 
2.7 miles to offer a bird’s-eye view of 
Albuquerque, N.M., sprawled across the 
Rio Grande Valley below. 

The enclosed gondolas began carrying 
Albuquerque skiers to the other side of 
the mountain in 1966. The two sides of 
the mountain are geological opposites. 

On the western side, the tram glides on 
its cable over rugged canyons with the 
city lights twinkling below. Temperatures 
on the observation deck at 10,378 feet 
above ground average 20 to 30 degrees 
cooler than in the city. 

The red granite face of the mountain 
looking down on Albuquerque gave the 
Sandia Mountains their name, which 
means “watermelon” in Spanish. The drop- 
off from the peak is so abrupt that the park 
includes a launching pad for hang gliders. 

On the eastern side of the mountain 
are 26 miles of beginner and intermedi- 
ate ski trails carved out of the forest. In 
the summer, the slope is the playground 



of mountain bik- 
ers. A ski lodge 
at the base pro- 
vides services 
and is acces- 
sible from the 
Turquoise Trail S 
National Scenic ^ 

Byway (NM 14). s

The Black Power Mixtape 
1967-1975 

D: Goran Hugo Olsson. (NR, 96 min.) 

A remarkable, unexpected, and highly impres- 
sionistic document of the Black Power movement 


in America spanning the years 1967 to 
1975, The Black Power Mixtape is by any 
measure a historical treasure trove of nev- 
er-before-seen footage. Exactly how revela- 
tory it is will depend in large part on your 
age and social background, but the period 
interviews with Stokely Carmichael, Angela 
Davis, Bobby Seale, and Huey Newton give 
a freshly human face to an American era 
too often depicted only in iconic terms. 

Given the current global air of protesta- 
tion and street activism as well as the 
recent dedication of the new Martin Luther 
King Jr. National Memorial 
in Washington, D.C., not 
to mention the upcoming, 
almost certain to be racially 
tinged elections, the timing 
of this release is more than 
perfect. And the story behind the film 
is nearly as interesting as the stories it 
tells. Briefly: The footage was shot during 
the titular years by a group of Swedish 
television reporters and filmmakers. The 
Swedes were sympathetic to the Black 
Power cause, so much so that they raised 
the ire of TV Guide, then the most widely 
read magazine in America, which labeled 
Sweden an American detractor on par with 
the Soviet Union. Set against the incen- 
diary backdrop of the Vietnam War, the 
Attica riots, J. Edgar Hoover’s COINTELPRO 
strategy, the rise of heroin use in the ghet- 
tos, and the rise and fall of Tricky Dick 


Nixon, the cri de coeur that was the Black 
Power movement was just one stratum of 
a violently fragmenting American cultural 
map. (Today’s “values-based” culture wars 
seem positively asinine in comparison.) The 
Swedes were deeply fascinated by America 
at the time, both revolted by the blatant inci- 
vility and romanced by the theatre of revolu- 
tion. They traveled to the flash points and 
filmed them repeatedly, but their reportage 
was little seen outside of their native land. 

The Black Power Mixtape redresses that 
oversight. Director Olsson edited down 
hundreds of hours of video 
footage into a powerful fea- 
ture film that includes, among 
many other devastating and 
inspirational images, a young 
Carmichael taking over for 
a Swedish interviewer and quietly, gently 
quizzing his mother, Mabel, on the painful 
specifics of his impoverished childhood. 

Olsson layers the archival sequences 
with recollections, tributes, and commen- 
tary from contemporary African-American 
artists and activists, among them the 
always eloquent Talib Kweli, ?uestlove, 
Erykah Badu, and others. That provides a 
current perspective on events now half a 
century past, but it never dilutes or com- 
promises the original material. It plays very 
much like it advertises itself: a mixtape - 
Fear of a Black Planet, then and now.

THE BIG YEAR 

D: David Frankel; with Jack Black, Steve Martin, Owen 
Wilson, Rashida Jones, Rosamund Pike, Kevin Poliak, Joel

In some alternate universe, a much bet- 
ter version of The Big Year exists, one that 
embraces the essential, insular weirdness 
and romantic fanaticism of the birding com- 
munity it chronicles. But in this reality, we’re 
stuck with David Frankel’s wan dramedy. 

Based loosely on Mark Obmascik’s 2004 
nonfiction book of the same name, The Big 
Year chronicles three men’s attempts at the 
so-called Big Year, an informal but long-run- 
ning contest to clock the most birds sighted 
in North America over the course of 365 
days. Wilson plays Kenny Bostick, an obses- 
sive birder and the current record holder. He’s 
challenged by two first-timers: Martin’s Stu 
Preissler, a newly retired corporate CEO, and 
Black’s Brad Harris, a schlubby sad sack look- 
ing to turn his bad year into a big year. (Black 
also narrates, frequently filling in the audience 
on such dramatic developments as Stu’s sud- 
den fixation on his mortality, which the film- 
makers bizarrely choose not to dramatize.) 

There’s such potential in the premise: in 
the admirably old-fashioned ideal of immer- 
sion in the natural world, in the three men’s 
self-appointment to a modern-day hero’s 
quest, and in the idiosyncrasies and inner 
demons powering them along their journeys. 
(Brad tends to prematurely quit things before 
he can fail, while Kenny’s obsessive focus on 
birding has already undone two marriages). 

But Frankel and scripter Howard Franklin hard- 
ly poke a stick at any of those ideas, opting 
instead to take universal conditions - Brad’s 
self-defeat, say, or Kenny’s myopia - and 
render them as generically as possible. But 
The Big Year's biggest disappointment is its 
inadequacy in elucidating the passion of the 
birder. What ardency, and what an exceptional, 
impenetrable world they move in. I for one 
wanted a better look at it. - Kimberley Jones

BLACKTHORN 

D: Mateo Gil; with Sam Shepard, Eduardo Noriega, Stephen 
Rea, Magaly Solier, Dominique McElligott, Padraic Delaney. 
(R, 98 min.) 

What if Butch Cassidy and the Sundance 
Kid hadn’t died at the end of George Roy 
Hill’s genre-redefining 1969 classic, but 
instead lived on - one of them, anyway - in 
the Bolivian backcountry? That’s the intrigu- 
ing and grittily realized premise of Mateo Gil’s 
film, an elegiac take on the great American 
Western that sees Butch living to a ripe old 
age (under the alias James Blackthorn), 
smoking cheroots and horse-ranching his way 
to a potentially far more peaceful ending than 
the fusillade of Bolivian army lead envisioned 
by Hill and history. 

Did I say peaceful? Set in 1927, Blackthorn 
begins as such, but as Cassidy/Blackthorn 
pens a letter to his nephew (Sundance’s 
kid or possibly his own) it quickly becomes 
clear that our antihero is pining to go home. 
As embodied - genuinely, warmly, fiercely 
- by Shepard, Cassidy/Blackthorn is still 
as vital as ever, sharing a bed with a much 


younger, local love (Solier) and planning 
one final trip north following the death of 
Butch and Sundance’s great love, Etta Place 
(McElligott). The best laid plans, however 
... well, you know the rest. While returning 
across the Bolivian desert, he’s waylaid by 
grifter Eduardo (Noriega). The pair meet with 
a literal bang and eventually pair up, united, 
more or less, against Eduardo’s tail-chasers 
and an equally fatigued Pinkerton detective 
(Rea), who’s been on Butch’s trail for ages. 
Flashbacks to an earlier, bloodier time show 
Butch and Sundance (Delaney) on the road 
to South America as Etta heads off to San 
Francisco carrying somebody’s child. “Come 
with me,” she says, one foot on the train and 
one foot on Bolivian soil. “You’re not young 
anymore.” Amen to that. 

Shepard has aged himself into a grizzled 
and laconic icon, and his Cassidy/Blackthorn 
is tough as leather and still handy with a 
six-shooter, but bone-weary and aching to be 
done with this decades-long game of hide- 
and-seek. This is director Gil’s second fea- 
ture - he’s best known for writing Open Your 
Eyes and The Sea Inside - and it’s a slowly 
stunning piece of Western revisionism. The 
film has a Leone eye (courtesy of cinema- 
tographer Juan Ruiz Anchia) coupled with a 
drowsy, doomy pace which, emboldened by 
the salt-licked Bolivian settings and the finely 
calibrated acting from all, makes for a phan- 
tasmagoric trip down a strangely different 
memory lane. - Marc Savlov

JOHNNY ENGLISH REBORN

Few in North America have been clamor- 
ing for a sequel to Rowan Atkinson’s 2003 
James Bond spoof Johnny English, but this 
is another one of those times for us to 
accept the fact that we are not the world. 
Although the original performed poorly in the 
states where Atkinson is best known for his 
Mr. Bean character, the family-friendly spy 
comedy racked up some serious shekels 
overseas, thereby ensuring Johnny English’s 
return, if not his rebirth. The antics of rubber- 
faced comedian Atkinson remain a yet-to-be- 
acquired taste for most Americans (myself, 
admittedly, included), yet those who respond 
to him do so with mirthful, full-throated gales 
of laughter, and there’s something to be said 
for modern comedies that don’t pander to 
the kind of humor that rates a hard R. 

The plot of this sequel is inconsequen- 
tial: Former MI7 (ha!) agent Johnny English 
(Atkinson) is called back into service from 
his exile in an Eastern monastery where he’s 
been studying since his unexplained debacle 
in Mozambique (English’s eyes flutter uncon- 
trollably and African drums sound every time 
Mozambique is mentioned). Seems he’s the 
only agent who might be able to foil a plot 
against the Chinese premier. Just as 007 
had to adjust to a new female chief when 
the franchise brought in Judi Dench, English 
now takes orders from Gillian Anderson’s 
tough-minded Pegasus, who has overseen 
MI7’s new corporate branding (in a clever use 
of product placement). English is partnered 
with young greenhorn Agent Tucker (Daniel 
Kaluuya), who, as the joke goes, is more com- 
petent than he. Also providing skillful support 
are Dominic West as a fellow agent and former 
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Bond girl Rosamund Pike as the bureau’s 
behavioral psychologist. Although the refer- 
ences to various Bond movies are numerous, 
Johnny English may remind you more of his 
Gallic counterpart Inspector Clouseau. 

The blundering English is designed with 
Atkinson’s talent for physical humor in mind. 
Yet Oliver Parker’s pedestrian direction does 
little to accentuate the humor or frame the 
jokes for maximum payoff (and with testicular 
gags being a running theme, perhaps that’s 
for the best). Atkinson’s fans are likely to 
rejoice as the comedian twists his face and 
body to and fro, but the rest of us will not be 
recruited. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE MIGHTY MACS

So few are the inspirational sports movies 
for girls that this formulaic drama about an 
underdog basketball team that beats the odds 
to win the national collegiate championship 
can be forgiven any sins. That’s especially 
good because there are a lot of nuns around 
for the dispensation of holy passes - Hail 
Marys and otherwise. The Mighty Macs tells 
the story of future Basketball Hall of Fame 
coach Cathy Rush who, as a rookie at the 
Catholic, all-women Immaculata College, led 
her girls to three consecutive national cham- 
pionships from 1972 to 1974. Mix Hoosiers 
with Sister Act 2: Back in the Habit and you’ll 
wind up with something like The Mighty Macs. 

Even if you’re not familiar with Rush and 
her catalytic coaching career, you already 
know the path The Mighty Macs charts 
because you’ve seen it often enough in other 
inspirational sports dramas. Here it is also 
tinged with the ever-permeating feminism of 
the times. When Rush arrives at Immaculata, 
it is a small, bankrupt college in Philadelphia 
on the verge of selling its campus to develop- 
ers. There are no funds for a gymnasium or 
uniforms; in fact, the guiding principle of the 
school’s sports program is the suppression 
of female hormones. Rush, a former basket- 
ball player and new bride to NBA referee Ed 
T. Rush (David Boreanaz), seeks the coaching 
position as a self-challenge. Rush is able 
to translate that challenge to her students, 
teaching lessons in self-confidence, self-disci- 
pline, and teamwork along with dribbling and 
defense. Though her total commitment to 
the job causes a slight ruffle in her marriage, 


the tension subsides before it even has a 
chance to foment. 

Writer/di rector Tim Chambers is unable to 
infuse his film with any tension or suspense, 
and with the team’s come-from-behind win a 
foregone conclusion, there are only the per- 
formances and the sisters-doing-it-for-them- 
selves spirit to bolster The Mighty Macs. As 
the abbess of the institution, Ellen Burstyn 
is solid but won’t earn the kudos bestowed 
on Meryl Streep when she donned the habit 
in Doubt. Carla Gugino, however, energizes 
the film with every step of her self-assured 
stride. She genuinely manages to create a 
dimensional character who is fulsomely inspi- 
rational - and as I said at the outset, that’s 
not too shabby an accomplishment when it 
comes to the world of women and sports 
movies. - Marjorie Baumgarten

The opening of this sex farce is cause for 
alarm, with strong evidence the French have 
gotten into the so-called Manic Pixie Dream 
Girl market. (Then again, all those wide-eyed 
indie-darling kooks of the Aughties - see: 
Kirsten Dunst, Zooey Deschanel - might 
plausibly trace their lineage back to Amelie’s 
original waifish eccentric.) Sara Forestier’s 
Baya Benhmamoud is flighty and pugna- 
cious. She absent-mindedly flashes her tits 
(because she just can’t be bothered to keep 
her shirt in place) and storms into the middle 
of a live radio broadcast because she thinks 
the featured guest, a mild-mannered infec- 
tious-disease expert named Arthur Martin 
(Gamblin), is fomenting public hysteria. In 
truth, Baya’s the hysteric, and her bullying 
ways in any other context - meaning, a less 
comely context - would be rightly identified 
as pathological, not pixie-adorable. 

A bad beginning, then, but it gets better - 
a lot better. Director Michel Leclerc and his 
co-screenwriter, Baya Kasmi, never swear off 
whimsy, but they do enrich its broad strokes 
with a nuanced and substantive inquiry into 
racial identity. Baya is French-Algerian, and 
Arthur is the son of a Holocaust survivor who 
has pointedly swept her Jewishness under 
the rug. At first Baya identifies Arthur as her 
new project - as a form of political action, 
she beds conservatives in order to convert 
them - but when she discovers Arthur is a 
socialist (he’s an acolyte of former prime

minister Lionel Juspin who makes an amus- 
ing cameo), she instead earnestly embarks 
on a relationship with him. 

What is so surprising - even exhilarating - 
about The Names of Love is that it shucks off 
the desultory roadblocks that engine the mod- 
ern romantic comedy - all that razzmatazz 
of missed connections and dunderheaded 
misunderstandings. Neither is this a morality 
play about two disparate cultures colliding. 
Baya is frankly thrilled with Arthur’s revela- 
tion that he’s part Jewish; a hearty, historical 
chunk of 20th century racial oppression is 
compacted in their relationship, she giddily 
points out. Baya and Arthur get along fine, by 
and large; the bother for them is their indi- 
vidual struggles with their own evolving identi- 
ties. How refreshingly adult is that? For all its 
occasional corniness and coquettishness, The 
Names of Love is a gratifyingly grown-up kind 
of love story. - Kimberley Jones

Well, I’ll be damned to hell! Sometimes, 
just sometimes, the hype is right on the 
money. This third outing in the faux docu- 
mentary/found footage, supernatural shocker 
series finally gets things right by smoothing 
out the previously scattershot pacing, adding 
a pair of cute kids (aka “demon bait”) who 
turn out to be the tormented adults from the 
first two films, and leavening it all with just 
the right amount of humor. Is anyone really 
following the hellish machinations faced 
by sibs Katie and Kristi (Featherston and 
Grayden in Paranormal 1 and Paranormal 2, 
respectively) and their horror-prone kinfolk? 
No matter. This one fucking creeped me out. 
No mean feat, that. 

Helmed by Catfish directors Joost and 
Schulman, Paranormal Activity 3 is still no 
one’s idea of a classic horror film, but it 
delivers the gotcha moments (of which there 
are many more this time out) with a certain 
subtlety and brio when compared with its 
clunky, obvious predecessors. As before, the 
basic setup has a suburban family tormented 
by things that go bump in the night, invisible 
beings caught on blurry videotape, and an 
eerie finale that tends to cause audiences to 
shriek en masse. The suspense is ratcheted 
up considerably thanks to some ingenious 
(semi-)camerawork, most notably with the 
advent of a video camera mounted atop a 
rotating electric fan, which pans back and 
forth, slowly, sloooowly, until something sud- 
denly appears frame left or frame right. It’s a 
clever gag, and although it’s used throughout 
the film, it’s nail-bitingly effective. 

The plot, what there is of it, finds a cache 
of old VHS tapes, circa 1988, purporting 
to show what happened to the frightened 
Rey family, led by wedding videographer dad 
Dennis (Smith) and mom Julie (Bittner), who 
begin to experience odd goings-on after 
youngest daughter Kristi (Brown) starts chat- 
ting up her “invisible friend” Toby. Things go 
to hell from there, literally. 

Again, Paranormal Activity 3 is more fun- 
house spook show than actual horror movie 
but, like the black magic roller coaster ride it’s 
predicated on, it has a startling amount of jolts, 
frissons, and downright freak-outs to qualify as 
the best teen date movie of the month if not 
the year. Boo. Scary. - Marc Savlov

FIREFLIES IN THE GARDEN

Putting the lie to Tolstoy’s otherwise truthy maxim 
“Happy families are all alike; every unhappy family 
is unhappy in its own way,” this locally shot weeper 
is unhappy in myriad ways, few of which manage to 
coalesce around its heart-stung core. Alternating 
between the Taylor family’s sordid past and a present 
gathering occasioned by the accidental death of one 
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of its key members, Lee’s Fireflies in the Garden draws 
some questionable parallels between the once-upon-a- 
time deeds of the domineering father, Charles (Dafoe), 
and the current doings of the son, Michael (Reynolds). 
Both are writers, and, naturally, can’t stand each other. 
Michael’s matriarchal champion was his long-suffering 
mother, Lisa (Roberts). Also in this boy’s corner was his 
aunt Jane (played as a youth by Panettiere and later by 
Watson). There are some moments of blessed levity to 
the otherwise mordant melodramatics, but that’s not 
enough to sustain interest in the Taylors and their toxic 
emotional foibles.

New York-born, San Francisco-raised, and presently home 
on the range in Montana, Huey Lewis has touched on every 
level of the music business in the course of three No. 1 singles 


(“Power of Love,” “Stuck With You,” “Jacob’s Ladder”), 
multiplatinum smashes ( Sports , Fore!), and last 
November’s fine-fit tribute to Memphis R&B on 
Soulsville. From Count Basie to Thin Lizzy, Lewis, 61, 
was never square, only hip. 

Naturally, besides “Old Antone’s” on 1988 million- 
seller Small World, Lewis is well acquainted with 
Austin. His golf game tees off Ray Benson and his 
manager’s wife turns out to be none other than Angela 
Strehli. A bottomless well of mile-a-minute anecdotes, 
Lewis is never at a loss for the heart of rock & roll. 

“I knew about the Fabulous Thunderbirds because 
I knew about Kim Wilson and I knew about Jimmie 
Vaughan. Then I heard he had a brother, Stevie Ray, who 
was supposed to be unbelievable. So when his first 
record came out, I got it early and it knocked me out. 


“I remember interrupting a Jefferson Airplane ses- 
sion at the Record Plant in San Francisco, busting in 
on [producer] Ron Nevison and they’re ....” 

Lewis starts beatboxing techno drums then sings, 
“We built this city ....” 

“And I’m like, ‘You guys gotta hear this shit.’ I 
stopped the session and I put on Stevie Ray playing 
Texas Flood,’ and two of them went through the roof 
- loved it - while the other five kinda looked around 
quizzically like, ‘What the fuck is this?’ 

“I was mad for it, though, so I wrote Stevie a fan let- 
ter on one of our postcards. I know, because he told 
me - said it was like his eighth fan letter. 

“We ended up doing 60 shows together. We jammed 
every night. We lived as one band.”

First of all, if you’re offended by the term “gypsy,” back off. It ain’t like that. 
Here in Austin we think of gypsies as freedom-loving people who can’t be tied 
down - sort of like the homeless people in the Kris Kristofferson song “Me and 
Bobby McGee.” You know, the kind of folks who aren’t ashamed to hitchhike 
or carry a dirty red bandana, desperate types with “nothing left to lose.” This, 
of course, could describe a lot of people of unsavory mien: escaped convicts 
. . . psychopaths . . . terrorists . . . axe-murderers. But for the generally bourgeois 
demographic of Central Austin, the gypsy aesthetic is a much more benign and 
romantic notion. Like communism or gerbiling, having nothing left to lose is 
much more attractive as a theoretical construct than in actual practice. Being 
encumbered with nothing is the naive fantasy of those encumbered with too 
much. We all like to think of ourselves as Bear Grylls from Man vs. Wild ... all 
alone out there in the wild . . . surviving by our wit and instinct . . . never even 
asking the cameraman or sound engineer for a 
protein bar or a foot massage . . . really roughing 
it. Really, Bear Grylls is just like us . . . only he 
comes from a much better family and went to 
Eton College. Regardless, just because we’ve 
never been “busted flat in Baton Rouge” doesn’t 
mean we couldn’t handle it, even enjoy it. Really, 
who hasn’t fantasized about being flat broke and 
having to hitch a ride in the land of alligators, 
drunk Cajuns, and David Duke? What’s the 

worst that could happen? Sure, you might have to send an embarrassing text 
to your parents from your iPhone to get them to add some money to your 
checking account so you can get your morning Vend at Starbucks, but hey, 
that’s just the cost of your gypsy life of freedom, isn’t it? Even Bear Grylls gets 
tired of eating grubworms, showering in the snow, and shitting in the woods, 
Bear though he may be. The notion of freedom and self-reliance however, no 
matter how bankrupt and fallacious, still sounds sexy. Gypsies don’t have to 
worry about mortgages, car payments, utility bills, retirement accounts, taxes, 
or even holding down a job. The costumes are pretty fly as well. Think Johnny 
Depp as Jack Sparrow or maybe Stevie Nicks in her goth phase: lots of dangly 
bling, tats, and billowy clothing, not to mention the obligatory bandana do-rag. 
Yes, the nomadic life has its romance and allure - well, at least the European 
version. Back in the day, Texas and most of the plains states were populated 
almost exclusively with exotically dressed nomads, until we killed most of them 
and herded the remainder into reservations. Freedom is just another word for 
nothing left to lose until you actually lose your freedom. Then it might as well 
just be another word for wings, antlers, or a 14-inch penis: something you 
don’t have. So rather than being a pejorative and ethnically erroneous label for 
the people of Romany, the term “gypsy” really denotes a longing for a roman- 
ticized ideal of what we don’t have: Freedom. In the case of the Gypsy Picnic, 
it’s the ability to roll up your awning, hitch up your trailer, and move it to some 
more desirable location . . . perhaps one that isn’t so visible to public health 
inspectors ... or maybe someplace visible to nearly everyone. This weekend 
that place is Auditorium Shores, where nearly 40 food trailers from all across 
Austin will set up shop for the Gypsy Picnic Trailer Food Festival. This is a great 
chance to sample a lot of different, interesting foods without the annoyance of 
silverware. Along with the food there will also be a craft beer bar with selections 
from independent breweries, live music (Boy, Alabama Shakes, Dale Watson, 
Hacienda, and Delta Spirit), and a trailer food cook-off judged by local celebri- 
ties including Bryan Beck, Todd Boatwright, and the Chronicle’s Mick Vann. 
Admission is free, but bring some folding money because the food isn’t. Each 
trailer will, however, offer one signature food item for $3. To some that might 
seem a little steep for something bought off the back of a roach wagon, but this 
is Austin, so even our trailer food is bourgeois. Don’t fight it. Embrace it. Maybe 
real freedom is blowing all your money on beer and trailer food.
